Occasional Papers and Reviews, 
Keble, M.A. (Parker & Co.) 
We acknowledge to some difficulty in review- 
ing this book. Few can regard with more 
respect than ourselves the character and the 
life of the late Mr. Keble; but, on the other 
hand, it is a duty to examine impartially, from 
a literary point of view, every book which we 
are called upon to notice. The value at which 
a large section of members of the English 
Church have for a long time estimated Mr. 
Keble’s works seems to us to be extreme, and 
we have never been able to understand why 
his memory should have obtained such very 
great renown. For it is nothing less than 
renown, that within a year or two of his de- 
cease, in an ancient university filled with 
houses dedicated under sacred titles, or called 
after the founders who endowed them, a 
college should be built in honour of his name. 
Nothing like it was ever proposed for Laud 
or Bull, Pearson or Butler, who might have 
claimed a like recognition for their services 
in defence of the Reformed Faith, and for 
literary labours; nor, again, for men whose 
piety and innocence of life have been no less 
conspicuous, such as Bishop Ken, or Bishop 
Wilson, or Archbishop Sumner, or Charles 
Simeon. All the world knows that Mr. Keble 
was a good scholar, that he was the author of 
the ‘Christian Year’ and a few other works, 
that he was a most amiable man, an admirable 
rector of an easy rural parish, a kind husband, 
pious, respectable, and charitable. Can it be 
that there are no others to be compared with 
him in English country parsonages, or labour- 
ing, in humble self-denial, against all kinds 
of difficulties and danger in the midst of 
fever - stricken lanes and streets? Or is it 
that he alone, amongst his contemporaries, is 
believed to have united every great Christian 

quality and virtue in his single person ? 

This volume, a somewhat bulky one of five 
hundred pages, is published without the name 
of any editor, nor do we learn who is respon- 
sible for its preparation. We are not even in- 
formed whether it contains all that Mr. Keble 
wrote inthe way of ‘Occasional Papers,’ or which 
can be rightly referred to him as the author. 
A slightly, it may almost be called a carelessly 
written and anonymous Preface of five or six 
pages tells almost nothing. In fact, with the 
exception of a few remarks about a Common- 





Place Book which Mr. Keble kept, seemingly 
of extracts chiefly from works which he hap- 
pened to be reading, it appears to be intended 
as a kind of advertisement of the large number 
of editions to which the ‘Christian Year’ has 
reached. The Preface, however, is followed 
by a characteristic letter from Dr. Newman, 
addressed, ‘* Dear »” and by an odd sort 
of “ Postscript” signed, “E. B. Pusey.” Dr. 
Newman’s letter does not leave the impression 
that, in his judgment, Mr. Keble is to be 
regarded as in the first rank, or even near it, 
of literary men; and he declines offering any 
criticism upon Keble’s works, which, so asked 
for, could be nothing else than laudatory. He 
truly says that Mr. Keble’s writings 


“present little direct matter for criticism. The 
volume which has made him so famous is of that 
rare kind, which scarcely comes under the idea of 
literature ; and such, too, is its sequel, the ‘ Lyra 
Innocentium.’ His translation of the Psalms, 
highly valued as it is by Hebrew scholars, belongs 
to a department of literary labour too closely con- 
nected with grammatical science to be easily in- 
cluded under the term literature. His greatest 
work, his ‘Lectures on Poetry,’ so full of acute 
remark and so beautiful in language, is in Latin. 
Then as to his occasional compositions in prose 
and verse, though they are both valuable as his 
and worthy of him, still they neither created his 
high reputation nor can be taken as the measure 
of it. Lastly, of his edition of Hooker I will say 
this, that the learning and research, the pains and 
achievements of an editor are emphatically under 
ground and out of sight ; and if there was a man 
who, from reverence towards his author, as well 
as from an innate modesty and an habitual dis- 
regard of self, would put his author in the front 
and would hide behind him, it was Mr. Keble.” 


If Dr. Newman means, speaking generally, 
that the labours of an editor should be out of 
sight, we must venture to differ. Nor are we 
disposed altogether to agree with him that 
Mr. Keble’s pains and achievements in that 
capacity are to be so estimated. On the con- 
trary, we regard the edition of Hooker’s works, 
and especially the Preface, as the most valu- 
able prose work which Mr. Keble has left 
behind, with the exception of the ‘ Prelectiones 
Academice.’ Not but what much remains to 
be done for “ the Ecclesiastical Polity ”; and the 
world still waits for an editor who shall not 
be afraid to show how largely Hooker was 
indebted to a once-famous work, ‘The Doctor 
and Student,’ for much of the best part of his 
first book ; and who will not shrink from the 
labour of a careful examination of the Puritan 
tracts and publications, to which the fifth book 
is an answer, such as the Marprelate pam- 
phlets, or the ‘ Admonition,’ or the ‘ Parte of 
a Register,’ or the ‘ Counterpoison.’ 

By way of further emphasis, Dr. New- 
man’s letter is printed conspicuously in a 
type larger than any other part of the volume. 
This and the mode in which it is inserted in 
the Preface lead to the conjecture that it is 
intended to be looked upon as a kind of 
imprimatur, from the highest authority to 
which an appeal could be made upon the 
question of Mr. Keble’s claim to literary pre- 
eminence. Yet, if the editor had had any 
reliance on his own opinion he need not have 
gone abroad for further support : for the motto 
upon the title-page, if it means anything, can 
only mean that we ought to look upon Mr. 
Keble as a man under divine inspiration :— 
“In medio Ecclesiz aperuit os ejus, et im- 
plevit eum Dominus Spiritu sapientie et in- 








tellectus.” And Dr. Pusey does not hesitate 
to speak of these “occasional papers” in 
solemn language borrowed from sacred Scrip- 
ture, applying to them the Saviour’s words, 
“gather up the fragments which remain, so 
that nothing be lost.” It appears also from 
Dr. Pusey’s postscript that “ unwearied dili- 
gence has been used to bring together these 
fragments.” We are bound to say that we 
are sorry for it. There are few men, indeed, 
whose praise would be further increased by 
throwing before the world what an “un- 
wearied diligence” could manage to collect 
from old papers, printed years ago to meet 
some ephemeral object or to carry out some 
now half-forgotten purpose. Mr. Keble was 
not one among that class, the rarest of the 
rare. Whilst some two or three of the papers 
in this volume are fairly equal to the 
generality of such writings, they fall far 
short of attaining the highest rank either in 
the matter or in the mode of treatment ; and, 
as a whole, the book will not add to Mr. 
Keble’s reputation as an author, or give an 
enhanced idea of the power and range of his 
intellect. The book will sell well, and put 
money into the pockets of those to whom the 
copyright may belong. But a more kindly 
recollection of Mr. Keble, and of his just 
claims upon the love and admiration of 
English churchmen would have long hesitated 
and, we believe, have at last declined to print, 
for every cody ‘o criticize, what appears to be 
openly acknowledgca to be the result of “an 
unwearied diligence ’ in sweeping out anything 
and everything. It is to be hoped that this 
is the last of such sweepings; and, whatever 
may be the money value of any other fragments 
which might turn up, that a wiser and more 
self-denyixg decision shall be arrived at. 

The volume contains thirteen papers, six of 
which are reviews—one from the Quarterly, 
two from the British Critic, two from the 
Christian Remembrancer, and one from the 
British Magazine. Tie subjects of the 
majority have lost even the little interest 
which once they had; nor is Mr. Keble’s style 
either bright or rich enough to awaken a new 
interest. Whatever other qualities Mr. Keble 
may have had, his most enthusiastic wor- 
shipper would not claim for him the power of 
interesting his readers. The reviews are 
written in grammatical English, they are 
unquestionably the productions of a well-read 
scholar and of a thoughtful mind; but the 
impression left is one of weariness. In 
more than one instance it is not, at the end, 
quite clear what the author has meant to aim at. 
It is possible that others besides ourselves may 
read every one of these papers through from 
end to end; it is highly improbable that any 
one will ever do so twice. 

The paper to which most purchasers will 
first turn is probably that upon “ Sacred 
Poetry” ; a criticism on some poems, now for- 
gotten, by Josiah Conder. It seems that this 
article was written whilst the ‘Christian 
Year’ was still in manuscript, and about two 
years before it was printed : with the recollec- 
tion of which fact in one’s mind, the paper is 
worth reading. The beginning looks like a 
deprecation of criticism on his own poems, so 
soon to be made public. The fourth sentence 
tells us that, if sacred poems 
“ appear to be written with any degree of sincerity 
and earnestness, we naturally shrink from treating 
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them merely as literary efforts, To interrupt the 
current of a reader’s sympathy in such a case by 
critical objections is not merely to deprive him of 
a little harmless pleasure; it is to disturb him 
almost in a devotional exercise. The most con- 
siderate reviewer, therefore, of a volume of sacred 
poetry will think it a subject on which it is easier 
to say too much than too little.” 


We own to a doubt as to the exact meaning 
of the last sentence in this extract. 

A page or two further on, Mr. Keble, having 
condemned “the most vicious of all styles, 
the style of Leigh Hunt and his miserable 
followers,” explains why few sacred poets are 
popular. He tirst lays down that the qualities 
essential to perfection in that kind of composi- 
tion are truthfulness, earnest and not artificial ; 
a simple expression of feeling; au instinctive 
attachment to the special subject; and theexist- 
ence of a general tone of religious thought, not 
sudden bursts and mere flashes of goodness. 
And he then goes on to say :— 


“Some may, perhaps, object to this, as a dull 
and languid strain of sentiment. But before we 
yield to their censures we would inquire of them 
what style they consider, themselves, as most ap- 
propriate to similar subjects in a kindred art. If 
grave, simple, sustained melodies—if tones of deep 
but subdued emotion are what our minds naturally 
suggest to us upon the mention of sacred music— 
why should there not be something analogous, a 
kind of plain chant, in sacred poetry also? fervent, 
yet sober; awful, but engaging; neither wild and 
passionate, nor light and airy; but such as we may 
with submission presume to be the most acceptable 
offering in its kind, as being indeed the truest 
expression of the best state of the affections. To 
many, perhaps to most, men, a tone of more violent 
emotion may sound at first more attractive. But 
before we indulge such a preference, we should do 
well to consider, whether it is quite agreeable to 
that spirit, which alone can make us worthy readers 
of sacred poetry. "Evcov 7} rowers, it is true: 
there must be rapture and inspiration, but these 
will naturally differ in their character as the powers 
do from whom they proceed. The worshippers of 
Baal may be rude and frantic in their cries and 
gestures; but the true Prophet, speaking to or of 
the true God, is all dignity and calmness, If 
then, in addition to the ordinary difficulties of 
poetry, all these things are essential to the success 
of the Christian lyrist—if what he sets before us 
must be true in substance, and in manner marked 
by a noble simplicity and confidence in that truth, 
by a sincere attachment to it, and entire familiarity 
with it—then we need not wonder that so few 
should have become eminent in this branch of 
their art, nor need we have recourse to the dis- 
heartening and unsatisfactory solutions which are 
sometimes given of that circumstance.” 

Curiously enough, this passage also is an 
example of the obscurity of style in which Mr. 
Keble often involves himself. We have tried 
and failed to understand what the word 
“this” in the first line, ‘‘ object to this,” refers 
to; and we are not at all certain that we are 
correct in our statement that the four qualities 
which we have specified are really “ these 
things essential to the success of the Christian 
lyrist.” The remainder of this review is 
occupied with strictures on Dr. Jvuhnson’s 
objections to sacred poetry, and with 
praises of Milton and Spenser. As we read 
on, we naturally looked especially for a genial 
criticism of George Herbert: but his name is 
passed over with the bare notice that it is 
“too venerable to be more than mentioned” ; 
and it is said that it is enough “just to 
recollect Drayton and Cowley, Herbert, 
Crashaw, and Quarles.” We do not quite 
see the reason for such a conclusion. 





Brief as our comments have been upon this, 
the most interesting of the reviews, we can 
scarcely do morethan merely refer our readers 
to the other articles in the volume. The 
editor, among the results of his unwearied 
diligence has found a paper, evidently finished 
as a review of Miller's Bampton Lectures, in 
1817. If we were told that this was, at the 
time, declined by the periodical to which it 
was offered, we cannot say that we should be 
much surprised: nor can we discover why, at 
this distance of time, it should be thought by 
anybody to be worth printing, except to swell 
the cost of the book. 

There has been a growing tendency during 
the past few years to regard every line which 
Mr. Keble ever wrote, and every word which 
it may be recollected that he said, as having 
an importance far above that attaching to 
the opinions of his contemporaries, as being 
almost inspired. Yet, touching as many of the 
poems in the ‘Christian Year’ are, we cannot 
rank the volume so highly as others do. 
The present verdict of the world undoubtedly 
rests upon what may be called almost an 
universal voice, yet we hesitate in joining 
with the chorus; and we suspect that, to 
a large majority of its admirers, many and 
many a page is so obscure that the verses are 
read as people read the psalms, and derive 
comfort from being told that the first-born of 
Egypt were slain, and mighty kings, and Og 
and Sehon, “for His mercy endureth for 
ever”; and that, “or ever your pots be made 
hot with thorns, so let indignation vex him, 
even as a thing that is raw.” 

It is scarcely right to close without some 
remarks upon three of the shorter papers 
which are said to be reprints of “ Pastoral 
tracts.” These were published more than 
twenty-five years ago, at the time when the 
Gorham case was before the law courts, and 
the clergy mind of England was agitated—as 
at this moment—with the question of the 
Royal supremacy. It would be rash to say 
that the leaders of the present agitation will 
cordially welcome the republication of these 
letters, and continue to assert the inspiration 
of Mr. Keble to be altogether plenary. For 
it is undeniable that, so far as he had any 
opinion about it at all, Mr. Keble regarded 
the decision of the Privy Council as carrying 
with it the committal of the Established 
Church to distinct heresy, if her bishops and 
clergy consented to accept it. Mr. Gorham’s 
demand to be instituted was “an outrage”; 
and “believers only,’ that is, people who 
agreed with Mr. Keble, ‘‘could construe and 
appreciate the documents which unbelievers ” 
had ventured to interpret. “If,” he says, in 
another place, speaking of the authoritative 
denial of sacramental grace by “the State 
court,”—‘ If we at all connive at it, we sin 
ourselves ; we prepare the way for the Church 
of England to become, iz no very long time 
[the italics are ours], formally heretical, 7. e., 
to cease from being a Church altogether.” In 
another of the pastorals he asserts that the 
Church has committed herself to nothing 
“since the silencing of Convocation”; and 
that “if Convocation were sitting, the question 
of doctrine before the Judicial Committee 
would, doubtless, be mooted in one or both 
Houses ; and any error, of excess of jurisdic- 
tion, would be presently noticed, and doubtful 
points promptly resolved.”

Now, what has happened since Mr, Keblg 
wrote in these terms? Convocation has met 
over and over again: what has Convocation 
done? What whisper, even, is now heard 
amongst the mass of the clergy against the 
institution or promotion of any one, however 
widely known to be a denier of the doctring 
of Baptismal Regeneration? We may truly sq 
that the whole body of the Established Church, 
whether assembled in Convocation or dispersed 
over the country, have unanimously given jp 
their submission to—a submission which, in 
this case, is nothing short of an approval of— 
the famous decision in the Gurham case. The 
wolf lies down quietly with the lamb. 

We need hardly add that, writing in 1850, 
Mr. Keble plainly and openly asserted that 
neither his promise in ordination nor the 
Thirty-sixth Canon in any way obliged his 
acceptance of the decrees of the Judicial Com. 
mittee. It might, perhaps, have been other- 
wise as regards the old Court of Delegates; 
but “the composition of the new court is 
essentially different ; and so is the authority 
on which its members are selected.” “If” 
again, “the sentence of the Privy Council be 
at any time such as to favour heresy, let our 
protest be, once for all, uttered, and let all 
Christendom ring with it, that this court is 
not the Church, that we will not be bound by 
it.” Brave words! but the next sentence does 
not threaten any throwing up of the vicarage 
of Hursley, but is the very example, probably, 
which Archdeacon | enison has most accurately 
copied. ‘“ Let us,” Mr. Keble exhorts us, “be 
forward in offering our goods, for the support 
of those [again, our own italics] whom our 
Master shall call out from among us, to suffer 
for the liberties of the English Church.” 

In short, these ‘‘ Pastorals” are character- 
istic of the temperament of Mr. Keble. We 
can scarcely call it peculiar, as it is shared by 
not a few of the party to which he belonged. 
He could see plainly enough that there were 
logical objections already to his position, which 
he could not answer, and probable greater 
dangers and difficulties to be looked for in the 
future. But he had not the slightest scruple 
about condemning every Low-Churchman as 
heretical, or the slightest suspicion that, after 
all, his own view of things might not prove to 
be, of necessity, the one right view. Time has 
gone on since these tracts were written ; and 
even in the years which have passed since his 
death many changes have occurred, and more 
than one event of very great importance, in 
the history of the Established Church. We 
are, therefore, very far from saying that, if 
Mr. Keble had lived till now, with the expe- 
rience of half a dozen more defeats of his party, 
he would have descended to the excuse which 
Dr. Pusey has not hesitated to recommend, 
namely, that “the loss of modes of outward 
expression of belief only drives pious souls 
more inward, and the inward devotion shines 
the more through.” But, on the other hand, 
we do not see how it can be doubted that 
Mr. Keble, like hundreds who have talked as 
he did, always seemed to take refuge in look- 
ing out for the next blow: it was always, 
“ not this ; but, ifso and so happens, then this 
or that must be the terrible result.”

Museum. Part Il. (Published by Order 
of the Trustees. ) 


Tue first Part of this series of reproductions 
was noticed in these columns at the time 
of its issue last year, and the importance 
attaching to those seventeen specimens of 
some of the most ancient historical documents 
that the archives of the English nation 

esses is in no wise diminished by this 
second series of forty charters, ranging between 
the dates of 734 and 875, and so continuing 
the photographic printing of the fac similes 
down to the closing years of the ninth century. 
Great credit is due to Mr. Bond for the care 
taken to give exactness to the readings of the 
charters in type, on the system followed in the 
previous series. His remarks upon the punc- 
tuation are well put; and he points out how, 
in some documents, it has been found hardly 
possible to distinguish with accuracy between 
the simple point—used in our native diplomatic 
documents at this time for a short pause only 
—and the wirgule, which evidently possessed 
the same power and exercised exactly similar 
functions. Probably these two forms of the 
same thing were not always intended to be 
distinguished, but the scribe finished off the 
dot or point with a fine tail rather with a view 
to ornameut than with any endeavour to re- 
present a variation in its power. 

The first specimen of the present work is a 
deed of ‘‘Ethiibaldus Rex Merciorum,” or 
rather a confirmation of this king’s grant by 
Berhtwulf, his successor ; and the date, 734, 
which is given to the original circumstances 
of the deed cannot be taken as the date of the 
writing, which must be contemporary with 
Berhtwulf, who did not become King of the 
Mercians until 755. The document is written 
on both sides in a fine minuscule hand, with 
but few contractions, and those of the simplest 
kind, in accordance with the conventional 
rules in force among the charter-writers of the 
period. The second Plate reproduces an inter- 
esting deed, of an unusual character of hand, 
not so much resembling the charter-writing as 
that of some of the ancient and finely written 
biblical manuscripts of native execution, such 
as the Book of Kells and the Lichfield Gospels 
of St. Chad. This charter has only lately 
passed into the British Museum, and was un- 
known to the illustrious editor of the ‘Codex 
Diplomaticus Zvi Saxonici.’ It is dated in 
759, and is remarkable for its almost unique 
individuality of the handwriting, which differs 
considerably by its clearness, firmness, and 
upright strokes from the nearly cursive forms 
of most contemporary documents. Plate 3 is 
a charter of Cynewulf, King of the (West) 
Saxons, in 778, which resembles in some 
of its forms the preceding document, but 
is far less imposing and attractive. The 
evident decay, here shown by the fac-simile 
to be fast hurrying this document towards 
illegibility, demonstrates, if examples were 
required, how necessary is the work of re- 
producing these documents by some perma- 
nent and yet faithful process. It is true 
that few escaped the vigilance of Kemble, 
and equally true that there are few which 
do not occur in chartularies and registers 
of religious houses; but the labours of 
Kemble were frequently marred by his efforts 
to restore a corrupt or incorrect text, 





and to amalgamate variorum readings by an 
eclectic system of his own, while the medizval 
transcripts which have been entered into 
monastic record-books by incompetent scribes, 
in some cases long after the time that the 
form of the original writing was in currency, 
are not only seldom free from errors, but fre- 
quently suffer so much mutilation in the 
process of transcription as to be simply inco- 
herent and valueless. Hence the need of this 
series, with which every student of palzo- 
graphy, every lover of original historical evi- 
dence, every collector of pieces justificatives, is 
bound to make himself familiar. 

Plate 4 is a charter of Ecgberht of Kent, in 
A.D. 778, of a character interesting for its 
ligatured letters and its rapid forms of writing. 
The next, Plate 5, is from a charter of Offa of 
the Mercians, “between 793 and 796,” but 
probably at the gemot of 793 and 794, also 
lately acquired by the Museum, and unknown 
to Kemble,—unless indeed he had prepared it 
and the one already mentioned for publication 
in his seventh volume of the ‘ Codex,’ which 
was lost to the paleographic world by his 
death before he was able to fulfil his pro- 
mise. This charter is of a most beautiful 
style of handwriting, and deserves especial 
notice for its combinations or monogrammatic 
ligatures of such concurrent letters as mz, tt, 
tis, ti, on, nt, er, et, en, fi, us, &c. ; its variant 
forms of the same letter, there being, for 
example, no less than five distinctly different 
forms of a, and the occasional introduction of 
uncial letters, especially N, V, T, in the body of 
words of the text, which is, taken as a whole, 
one of the most beautiful native specimens ex- 
isting of diplomatic minuscule writing. The 
next plate introduces to our notice the more 
usual style of Anglo-Saxon charter, from Cotton 
Augustus IT. 61, dated in 803. It is the actual 
instrument whereby the irregular erection of 
the See of Lichtield into an archiepiscopal pro- 
vince is annihilated (adnichilatum) by Athel- 
heard, Archbishop of Canterbury. Plate 7 
has many features in common with the palzo- 
graphy of the one which precedes it. The 
next plate, from Augustus II. 87, shows un- 
mistakably the necessity of a thorough 
revision of Kemble’s texts; for the true date 
of the original charter (of which the one fac- 
similed is a copy), “Septimas Kalendas 
Augusti,” has been erroneously given by that 
author as “ij nonas Augusti.” 

Plates 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, are examples of 
the variable writing of the period of Coenwulf, 
King of the Mercians, 4.p. 808-814,—not, by 
the way, “of Mercia,” as Mr. Bond styles him, 
but Rex Merciorum, “ King of the Mercian 
folk,” it being an inaccuracy to speak of 
Mercia as though it were a definite place 
or tract of land, in a time when boundaries 
fluctuated almost daily, and the marks were 
constantly narrowing the limits of that indis- 
pensable circle of neutral territory which 
ensred the freedom, as it caused the isola- 
tion, of our Teutonic forefathers in England. 
Archbishop Wulfred’s times contribute three 
charters to the series, Nos. 11, 17, 18, dated 
811, 824, and 825; and Ceolwulf, King of 
the Mercians, two, Nos. 15, 16, dated 822, 
823; all of these have a claim to the care- 
ful scrutiny of palzographical eyes, that can- 
not fail to see much to interest them in the 
peculiarities belonging to the purely native 
styles of diplomatic writing which the gemot 





clerks and scribes of the early ninth century 
affected. A rare style is that of Plate 19, an 
exposition or gethinge, of Eadwald Oshering, 
respecting land in which he had interest, dated 
in 831, differing in important particulars from 
the more official hands of better written deeds. 
The writing of the time of Wiglaf, King of 
the Mercians, is represented by two deeds 
dated 831 and 836; and Burgred, a Jater king 
of the same people, by one dated in 869. Of 
kings of the West Saxons, in addition to those 
already mentioned, Ecgberht gives two, Athel- 
wulf, five; Aithelberht, two; and A®thelred, 
one; the deeds ranging between 838 and 867, 
and representing the general forms of writing 
used in ourisland during the ninth century. 
But of some of these charters, as, for example, 
Cotton Charters viii. 32 and 35, respectively 
issued by Aithelberht in 862 and Athelwulf 
in 854, the writing cannot possibly be re- 
ferred to the periods they illustrate; they 
must rather be taken as late copies, possibly 
of the eleventh or twelfth century, prepared 
by the monastic scribe with prudent zeal to 
guard against a loss which would be otherwise 
irreparable, and prompted by much the same 
feelings which led the ancient Romans to 
multiply in fac-simile their heaven-sent ancile. 
A curious example of a Tyronian note or secret 
cipher occurs on the charter Augustus IJ. 
76, from Burgred, King of the Mercians 
in 869—a riddle which has not yet found 
its modern paleographical C£dipus. This 
work deserves the gratitude of all students 
of ancient diplomatics. It is besides no slight 
contribution towards that growing necessity 
with English historians, a recension of the 
‘Codex Diplomaticus Avi Saxonici,’ the com- 
pletion of which was prevented by the death 
of its author. If the work of a kindred 
nature that is preparing under direction of the 
Government should be found to rival this one 
in beauty of execution and good editing, 
then, indeed, the special education which the 
President of the Paleographical Society has 
given to the world of manuscript-readers will 
not have been thrown away. 








The Troubles of our Catholic Forefathers, 
Related by Themselves. Third Series. 
Edited by John Morris, Priest of the 
Society of Jesus. (Burns & Oates.) 

Tue new volume of Mr. Morris’s ‘ Troubles’ 

is at least as interesting as any of its prede- 

cessors. Asa contribution to Yorksbire his- 
tory it would be difficult to over-estimate its 
value. Mr. Morris prints and edits as rapidly 
as most men read, but it is only fair tosay that 
he gives us nothing that we could well spare. 
Although possessing an eye for the picturesque, 
he yet never appears before us in any other 
character than as a scholarly and painstaking 
critic. He gives us his facts, produces his 
evidence, and leaves us to ourselves to make 
the best or the worst of the case. He does 
not even aim at being an advocate, much less 
a judge, in the cause. Whether that cause be 
good or bad, at any rate he has no misgivings ; 
he is always profusely candid. His notes and 
comments are strictly explanatory, and become 
more and more so with every succeeding 
volume, as if he felt that now at last there 
was no need to prove that the Roman Catho- 
lics had suffered persecution—that fact being 
indisputable, it only remains to show how 
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fierce, relentless, and widespread that perse- 
cution was. Indeed, itis surprising how, with 
the very strong temptation that must be upon 
him at times, Mr. Morris should never allow 
himself to appear as a controversialist. The 
theological and polemic element is abso- 
lutely eliminated,—the historical is not only in 
the ascendant, it is paramount. 

This new volume contains six articles; three 
of them are derived from the Archives of 
Stonyhurst, two are from St. Mary’s College, 
Oscott, and one, the life of Margaret Clitherow, 
is printed from a MS. in the possession of Mr. 
W. Middleton, of Myddleton Lodge. Of the 
three articles which have been printed from 
the Stonyhurst MSS., portions of two have 
already seen the light, viz, Holtby’s ‘Ac- 
count of the Persecution in the North,’ and 
Father Pollard’s ‘Recollection of the York- 
shire Mission.’ Mr. Morris has done wisely 
in printing both these papers, and the 
reasons which he gives for reproducing 
Holtby’s narrative are more than enough to 
excuse the publication of the other paper.— 

“There was ground for hesitation,” he says, “as 
to its insertion amongst papers that are hitherto 
unpublished, but the rarity of Canon Tierney’s 
volumes, the interest and uppositeness of the nar- 
rative itself, and the fact that it has not yet been 
printed in its integrity, are sufficient reasons for 
its insertion.” 

OF all these articles by far the most “ sen- 
sational” is Mr. Mush’s “Life of Margaret 
Clitherow.” It was well known that, besides 
the account of this unhappy woman which 
was printed by Mr. Nicholson in 1849, and 
which now is to be procured but very rarely, 
another life, differing from the first, was in the 
possession of Mr. Middleton. Thirty years 
ago the world was scarcely prepared for such 
ghastly revelations, and the horrors of that 
shocking story were regarded till lately as par- 
taking largely of romance. It was reserved 
for Mr. Morris to show, by the corroborating 
evidence of official documents, and an over- 
whelming mass of collateral proof, that really 
and actually, on the 25th of March, 1586, a 
young woman of thirty, the wife of one of the 
most considerable men in the City of York, 
and the step-daughter of the Lord Mayor of 
York for that very year, was barbarously 
crushed to death in the 
“tolbooth, six or seven yards distant from the 
prison. There were present at her martyrdom, the 
two Sheriffs of York, Fawcett and Gibson ; Frost, a 
minister; Fox, Mr. Cheke’s kinsman, with another 
of his men, the four sergeants, which had hired 
certain beggars to do the murther, three or four 
men and four women.” 

Till Mr. Morris began his researches, very 
little was known of Margaret Clitherow ; there 
were good reasons why no Protestant anti- 
quary should care much to throw any light 
upon the horrible atrocity, and the Romish 
historians, few and far between as they have 
been, had other work on their hands, Mr. 
Morris has outdone himself in the dis- 
coveries he has made among the Records of 
the Ecclesiastical Commission and the House- 
books of the city of York. He has followed 
out minute clues with extraordinary sagacity, 
extracted from mouldering documents, with 
rare critical insight, and by the help of his 
profound knowledge of the movements of the 
Jesuits and Seminary priests during the six- 
teenth century has, in a score of cases, found 
his way to the light where others would have 





seen only impenetrable darkness. The story 
of Margaret Clitherow will not have to be 
told again, and there is no more room for 
questioning its hideous details. Mush, spite 
of his ugly name, has presented us with a 
story of deep and painful interest, and has 
drawn the picture of a woman of unexampled 
courage and determination, not to say ob- 
stinacy ; to those who are not afraid of their 
feelings being harrowed, the narrative will 
afford a terrible and piteous fascination. If 
the words put into her mouth be truly reported, 
she must have been gifted not only with heroic 
fortitude, but with remarkable readiness of wit, 
and enthusiasm, and if Protestants claim the 
Marian sufferers as martyrs in thecauseof truth, 
the least they can concede is that the Eng- 
lish Romanists are in a position to produce 
instances of as rare devotion in the times of 
Queen Elizabeth. 

Hardly less remarkable than the “Life of Mar- 
garet Clitherow ” are the “ Notes by a Prisoner 
in Ousebridge Kidcote,” one of the many 
prisons in York, in the year 1594. The chief 
value of this article consists in its long 
and careful introduction, of. sixty pages, with 
the abundance of extracts from the York 
archives, hitherto neglected by almost all 
historical students, except, of course, by that 
prince of Northern antiquaries, Canon Raine. 
They tell ugly tales indeed ; they show that 
the persecution by the Council of the North 
was, to a great extent, unwelcome to the 
citizens, and forced upon them by the Earl of 
Huntingdon, not without some difficulty ; they 
exhibit a condition of affairs in the city prisons 
most shocking and revolting. No one will sus- 
pect Canon Raine of any leaning to Romish 
doctrine, or any sympathy with the creed of 
the wretched sufferers, but it is he and not Mr. 
Morris, who says :— 


“Tt is impossible to speak in terms of too strong 
reprobation of the state of the northern prisons in 
the seventeenth century, and of the conduct of 
their keepers. They were dens of iniquity and 
horror, in which men and women herded together 
indiscriminately. The dungeons of the Inquisition 
themselves were scarcely worse. Some of them 
had no light and no ventilation ; several were 
partly under water whenever there was a flood. 
The number of prisoners who died in gaol during 
this century is positively startling ; . . . they had 
the meanest fare at the most exorbitant price. If 
they resisted, there were irons and screws that 
compelled them to be silent. . . . Those that had 
money had many indulgences. They were allowed 
to go to a place of amusement without the walls of 
the gaol, and some were even permitted to lodge 
beyond the precincts, subjected only to some trifling 
surveillance (!). Peter Prison in York and 
the hold in Ousebridge were a disgrace to any 
civilized country. The cells in the latter place 
would almost have rivalled the notorious Black 
Hole.” 


These were the places which, in the later 
years of Elizabeth’s reign, swarmed with the 
wretched Roman Catholics, who were hunted 
like rats by the gang of “ catchpoles” and 
“ pursuivants” whom Henry, Earl of Hun- 
tingdon, as President of the North, kept 
busily employed during the twenty-three years 
of his merciless rule. It is a humiliating re- 
flection that the “Gospel” should have served 
as an excuse for the monstrous cruelties of 
such men. The agents of ‘the Tyrant,” as 
Holtby invariably calls him, received little or 
no pay from their employer,—they fed upon the 
property of their victims. It was a case of 








making the enemy pay all expenses of the war, 
The Earl was deeply in debt. When he dieg 
(as appears by the MSS. at Hatfield, which 
Mr. Morris has as yet not been permitted to 
explore) no one could be found to administer 
to his estate; and his servants were left jp 
a condition of deplorable necessity for lack 
of their maintenance and wages ; but the pur. 
suivants, meanwhile, throve, and some managed 
to feather their nests to their hearts’ content, 
though their name was Legion. How the 
Catholic party escaped extermination would be 
inexplicable if Father Pollard had not left us 
his striking account of the state of affairs in 
the Northern counties in James the First’s 
time. — 


“The number of Catholics,” he says, “ in these 
parts is so great as may appear also by the many 
and great sums of money granted by the King to 
divers Scots and pages to be levied out of their 
goods..... I can travel from this side Lincoln to 
York, and so thirty miles further, which is above 
eighty miles, and within every six miles come to 
a Catholic house, and for the most within three 
miles, all or the most of them gentlemen or gentle 
women’s houses of good account..... Such is the 
resolution and constancy of the Catholics in those 
parts, that, notwithstanding all these troubles and 
vexations, they have rather increased then decayed,” 


It is impossible to give our readers any 
adequate idea of the absorbing interest which 
this last volume of Mr. Morris excites. The 
account of Father Holtby reads like a romance; 
his varied accomplishments—even embroidery 
in needlework was not beneath him—his 
strange escapes ; his fearless going in and out 
among the prisons ; his burying with his own 
hands ten out of his thirteen associates at 
Pont-a-Mousson when the plague burst upon 
them in the Scotch College; his skill in con- 
structing “hiding holes,” and his dying in his 
bed at last without ever having been appre- 
hended, though he had been watched and 
dogged for fifty years,—these things show 
him to have been “a man among a thousand,” 
and such a man as, when writing his history 
of the Persecution in the North, had no need 
to colour too highly. We would gladly have 
extracted much from the book, but our limits 
forbid the reproduction of such characteristic 
passages as the account of Lord Huntingdon 
by the Yorkshire recusant, or the treatment of 
juries who were inclined to be merciful, or the 
amazing extortion practised upon prisoners in 
the way of fees demanded, or, more strange 
than all, the actual search of York Castle, 
in which the Catholics were incarcerated, 
in the hope of finding a priest who had 
come to say mass or receive confessions. 
We must content ourselves with referring 
the reader to these things. Certainly the 
book will repay him well for all the time 
he spends upon it. ‘The able summary of the 
penal laws, which Tierney omitted, but which 
Mr. Morris has restored in Holtby’s narrative, 
will be found an instructive passage to those 
imperfectly acquainted with the history of this 
painful subject; the details of the trial of Lady 
Margaret Nevill make us wish that Sir Walter 
Scott could have known of the existence of 
such a document when he published the Sadler 
papers: the story of poor Boast’s trial, and of 
his prompting the wretched felons at the dock 
who were trying to claim benefit of clergy, 
and the queer superstition of the “ Ancient 
Editor,” who was neither more nor less cre- 
dulous than his age,—these and a score of other 
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matters give the volume a charm and a raci- 
ness which relieve and brighten to a very 
great extent the otherwise miserable and de- 
pressing incidents with which the book is 
concerned. 

We have to congratulate Mr. Morris on 
having left his mark on Elizabethan history ; 
the historian of the future can never pass him 
by without a tribute of gratitude, and the 
homage always due to conscientious toil and 
original research. 








Sport in Many Lands. By H.A.L, the 
“Old Shekarry.” 2 vols. (Chapman & Hall.) 


Apart from their actual worth, these volumes 
possess a melancholy interest. Like ‘The 
Highlands of Central India,’ the posthumous 
work of Capt. Forsyth—a sportsman who in 
many respects resembled the “ Old Shekarry” 
—they are the last which can proceed from a 
hand as skilful with the pen as with the 
trigger. It is satisfactory to find these 
volumes as practically useful and as interesting 
as any recent books of travel with which we 
are acquainted, while they show no diminu- 
tion in powers of observation and daring on 
the part of their writer. The qualities of a 
keen, bold, yet humane sportsman, are here 
admirably delineated. Indeed the life of 
Major Leveson (the “Old Shekarry”) offers 
a good illustration of them. Consumed with 
an intense desire of action, whenever the 
service of his country did not call upon him, 
he roamed the world with a heart hungry for 
adventure. After passing nine years in India 
he was appointed to a post on the Turkish 
Staff at the breaking out of the Crimean War, 
and served throughout the siege of Sebastopol, 
volunteering for both assaults, and being pre- 
sent at Inkerman. In 1860 he lost no time 
in joining Garibaldi, and was afterwards 
appointed Colonial Secretary at Lagos. 
Here his special qualities of promptness 
and energy were conspicuous, When the 
British territories round Lagos were ravaged 
by an African chief at the head of a 
large armed force, on the command of the 
Governor, Major Leveson in one short week 
armed, drilled, and roughly disciplined a 
modest force of Houssas, and with forty men 
of this raw levy, armed only with old flint 
firelocks, defeated and dispersed the enemy, 
who were fifteen hundred strong, and provided 
with cannon and muskets, But the victory 
was dearly purchased. He was struck below 
the ear with an iron bullet, which defied the 
skill of the best surgeons in England and 
France, Henceforth life became a battle 
against pain and weakness, though he accom- 
panied the Abyssinian Expedition and sought 
sport, with hunting-knife and rifle, far and 
wide. That his constitution held out for ten 
years proves of what stuff the “‘ Old Shekarry” 
was made. It was not until the autumn of 
1875 that the grave closed, when he was only 
forty-seven years of age, upon the brave soldier 
and mighty hunter. 

With the exception of the South American 
mammals, the kangaroo, and polar bear, our 
author shoots almost every description of game 
in these volumes. Opening with a capital 
chapter on Scotch deer-stalking (in which, by 
a slip of the pen, a statement that there are 
now no red deer on Exmoor, will afford keen 
sorrow to the Vicar of Swymbridge), we are 





spirited off to share an Austrian deer-drive, 
speedily to find ourselves stalking chamois in 
the Bavarian Alps, and, by special royal favour, 
permitted to shoot ibex in the preserves round 
Cogne, the only district in Europe where this 
animal is found. Going further afield, the 
partridges and bustards of the Kula range in 
Asia Minor, and the bears of the Caucasus 
are harried. Thence an expedition is made 
to the Sinaitic Peninsula and the Holy Places 
of Jebel Mousa, and in shooting-parties with 
the Bedouins the breech-loader rings through 
the Desert of the Wanderings. On the road 
to Magdala and back again the “Old She- 
karry” manages to kill over two thousand 
head of game, albeit large animals are scarce 
in Abyssinia. What would English wild-fowl 
shooters think of one day’s bag in Abyssinia? 
Thirty-seven brace of geese and five of mal- 
lard shovellers and teal. In all these, and 
many other fields of travel, the perseverance, 
judgment, and knowledge of woodcraft shown 
by the author, together with the modest men- 
tion of his own achievements, are very cha- 
racteristic. Accompanied as they are by a 
diligent commentary on the natural history 
of these countries, related in that serviceable 
prose, free from all affectation and sporting 
jargon, of which the “Old Shekarry” is a 
master, this part of his adventures insensibly 
leads the reader up to the encounters with 
mightier game. 

The number of writers on Indian wild sports 
is legion; but, whereas they have generally 
treated of the game of certain districts, to the 
“Old Shekarry” must be assigned the merit 
of surveying and lucidly describing all the 
different kinds of shooting which the Pen- 
insula contains, “Griffs” will be thankful 
for his exhaustive account of pig-sticking on 
the meidans of the Deccan. His assertion, 
however, that the wild boar is the parent of 
all the numerous races of domestic pigs is 
probably but a half-truth. Mr. Darwin (‘ Var. 
of Plants and Animals under Domestication,’ 
i. 65) divides all the existing varieties into 
two great groups, assigning the wild boar as 
the ancestor of one of these, which he terms 
the Sus scrofa group ; while the other, which 
differs in several important and constant osteo- 
logical characters, owns an unknown parent, 
but may be termed the Sus Indicus family. 
Pigs of this type are best known to us under 
the form of the Chinese breed. “Two domes- 
ticated forms akin to these two great groups 
existed, according to Riitimeyer, contempora- 
neously in Switzerland during the later stone 
or Neolithic period.” Few would desire a hug 
from the sloth bear (U. labiatus), though he 
is much less powerful than “Old Ephraim,” 
his big brother of the Far West. Our author, 
however, engaged for some time in a regular 
wrestling match with a huge one, which 
was, fortunately, too seriously wounded in 
the jaw to bite. Though the bear’s temper 
is uncertain, as a general rule he will not 
attack man unless molested. A friend in 
the Mirzapore district some six months ago 
innocently rambled up a conical hill covered 
with brushwood, called Baloi Pahar, without 
thinking of its signification (Bear's Hill), which 
rose from the plain, about a quarter of a mile 
from his camp. Armed only with a slight 
walking-stick, he found himself on arriving at 
the top face to face, within a few paces, with 
a bear, whose fortress he had invaded by the 





private path used by its owner nightly to visit 
the neighbouring jungle. After a mutual 
stare of surprise, the intruder calmly walked 
backwards, keeping his eye on the animal’s, 
and the bear suffered him quietly to retrace 
his steps unharmed. Following Jerdon, the 
Indian panther and leopard are well discrimi- 
nated, though the “Old Shekarry ” deems that 
there are two marked varieties of the former 
animal. Similarly the three types of the 
tiger—the cattle-lifter, the came-eater, and the 
man-killer—are marked off from one another 
in even clearer detail than by Sir J. Fayrer. 
One tiger story is much like another; but 
the death of a man-eater supposed to have 
devoured more than a hundred people, and 
especially partial to post-runners, deserves to 
be particularlized, as the “Old Shekarry” 
boldly advanced on foot and alone to its lair 
in a clump of thick jungle, near the road its 
victims frequented.— 


“The sun had almost set as I proceeded slowly 
down the road, and, although I was perfectly cool 
and as steady as possible, I felt cold drops of per- 
spiration start from my forehead as I approached 
the spot where so many victims had been sacri- 
ficed. I passed the rock, keeping well on the 
look out, listening carefully for the slightest sound, 
and I remember feeling considerably annoyed by 
the chirping made by a couple of little bulbuls 
(Indian nightingales), that were fighting in a bush 
close to the roadside. Partridges were calling 
loudly all around, and as I passed the watercourse 
I saw a jackal skulking along its bed. I paused, 
shook the postman’s metal rattle which I had 
attached to my girdle, and listened several times 
as I went along, but to no purpose. While 
ascending the opposite side of the ravine I heard 
a slight noise like the crackling of a dry leaf: I 
paused, and, turning to the left, fronted the spot 
from whence I thought the noise proceeded. I 
distinctly saw a movement or waving in the high 
grass, as if something was making its way towards 
me: then I heard a loud purring sound, and saw 
something twitching backwards and forwards be- 
hind a clump of low bush and long grass, about 
eight or ten paces from me, and a little in the 
rear. It was a ticklish moment, but I felt pre- 
pared. I stepped back a couple of paces in order 
to get a better view, which action probably saved 
my life, for immediately the brute sprang into the 
middle of the road, alighting about six feet from 
the place where I was standing. I fired a hurried 
shot ere he could gather himself up for another 
spring, and when the smoke cleared away I saw 
him rolling over and over in the dusty road, 
writhing in his death agony, for my shot had 
entered the neck, and gone downwards into his 
chest. I stepped on one side and gave him my 
second barrel behind the ear, when dark blood 
rushed from his nostrils, a slight tremor 
over all his limbs, and all was still. The man-eater 
was dead, and his victims avenged. A large mauso- 
leum now stands on the spot, caused by the passers- 
by each throwing a stone until a large heap is 
formed.” 

Besides the chase of the bison or gaur, the 
largest of the bos tribe, and that of the sambur, 
the largest of the Indian deer, whose fine 
antlers must be familiar to every admirer of 
sporting trophies, all the deer and antelopes of 
the country were shot by our author, and most 
of their horns are figured. In the Himalayas 
and in Thibet he enjoyed numerous facilities 
for obtaining the great game peculiar to these 
regions, and we find him leaving the Terai 
with its virgin forests, malarious valleys and 
wild exuberance of animal life for the temperate 
zone which succeeds it on the great mountains’ 
flanks where, amongst walnuts, rhododendrons, 
and primroses, besides many of the — 
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of the tropical belt, live the brown and yellow 
bears, the thaar, or wild sheep, the goat ante- 
lope, and the Himalayan chamois. At about an 
elevation of 9,000 feet, a third region succeeds, 
containing a few cedars and stunted pines, the 
home of the musk-deer, the markhor, the 
brown and horned pheasants. Above this, 
again, succeed grassy pastures rising to the 
snow-line, with a vegetation reminding the 
traveller of the sudden burst of spring flowers 
on the Alpine pastures, the habitat of the 
burrul (or snow-sheep) the Ovis ammon, the 
yak, and the kyang (or wild-horse). Yet a 
fifth class of animals thrives above the snow- 
line, the elevation of which varies considerably, 
of an arctic type; the snow-bear, the snow- 
leopard, the white hare, and the like. Here, 
too, the lammergeier screams from the inacces- 
sible precipices. Amongst these savage soli- 
tudes our author indefatigably pursues the 
game. But more than the adventures with 
which he meets in India, the lover of wild 
animals will delight in his descriptions of the 
various wild creatures in their woodland life, 
when feeding, resting, or fighting, without a 
suspicion of human eyes being riveted on 
their habits. It is not every day that a man 
is privileged to view a plucky wild-boar suc- 
cessfully disputing the right of way on behalf 
of his sow and piglings with five wild elephants, 
or that grimmer spectacle of a fight between 
a bison and a tiger near the Bowani River, 
which, after a combat of more than two hours, 
resulted in a victory purchased by the former 
only with his life. 

In describing what is probably the finest hunt- 
ing-ground of the world, the country between 
the Limpopo and Zambesi rivers, the same care- 
ful attention to the different wild creatures’ in- 
stincts and habits is shown by the writer. This 
is the district par excellence of antelopes. How 
the great game of this country was killed, the 
elephants, rhinoceroses, and behemoths, Gordon 
Cumming taught stay-at-home sportsmen some 
twenty or more years ago, so we shall skip 
over the Old Shekarry’s adventures in “‘skarm” 
(pitfall) shooting with the less reluctance, 
merely adding that his exploits seem to have 
been most frequently undertaken to provide 
food for his people, or rid himself of some dan- 
gerous antagonist, and certainly savour less of 
blood-thirstiness than do the former hunter’s 
feats. His subtle observation of animal life 
is conspicuous, and proves what an admir- 
able naturalist was spoilt in the Nimrod who 
tells us he has slain 876 bull elephants in 
Africa or India. The points of difference 
detween the elephants of these two countries 
are well summed up in his pages. Only care- 
ful and long watching of their proceedings 
on many a moonlit night by African swamp 
or the edge of Indian jungles could result in 
this summary of elephant language :— 


“Elephants utter four distinct sounds, each of 
which is indicative of a certain meaning. The 
first is a shrill whistling noise, produced by blow- 
ing through the trunk, which denotes satisfaction. 
The second is the note of alarm or surprise, a 
sound made by the mouth, which may be thus 
imitated pr-rut, pr-rut. The third is the trumpet- 
ing noise they make when angry, which, when 
they are very much enraged, and when charging 
an assailant, changes into a hoarse roar or terrific 
scream. The fourth sound betokens dissatisfaction 
or distress, frequently repeated when separated 
from the herd, tired, hungry, or over-loaded, which 
may be thus imitated, wrmph, urmph.” 





His chapter on the disposition and habits 


of the lion strikes us as admirable, smacking | 


throughout of the most patient observation. 
The ‘Old Shekarry” is confident that the 
Asiatic and African lions are of two distinct 
species, while the former may again be divided 
into two varieties, and the Jatter into three ; 
viz., the yellow-maned, the black-maned, and 
the greylion. ‘The first of these is the largest 
and most powerful, while the third is often to 
be seen in troops of ten or a dozen males and 
females, hunting together in the vast undulat- 
ing plains of Central Africa, and displaying 
wonderful skill in circumventing and running 
down herds of antelopes. Night is frequently 
made hideous to the solitary sportsman watch- 
ing a pool of water for his game, by the roar- 
ing of lions :-— 

“When a lion and a lioness are in company, 
the lioness is always the first to roar, and this at 
the moment of leaving the lair. The lion alte:- 
nates with the lioness, and in this manner they 
proceed on their way, roaring every quarter of an 
hour, until they have approached the Douar, or 
village. which they propose despoiling ; and when 
their appetites are satisfied, they often again re- 
commence roaring, and continue until daylight.” 

It is satisfactory to find that the “ Old She- 
karry ” upholds the old-fashioned belief in the 
lion’s royal precedence among beasts, notwith- 
standing recent attempts to dethrone him in 
favour of the Bengal tiger. 











Chapters in the History of Popular Progress : 
Chiefly in Relation to the Freedom of the 
Press and Trial by Jury. (1660-1820.) 
With an Application to Later Years. By 
James Routledge. (Macmillan & Co.) 

THE history of the growth of public opinion 
in England has yet to be written. By public 
opinion we mean the opinion, deliberate or 
instinctive, of the majority of the nation 
during each successive period of its existence : 
the chain or suite of opinions held by the 
majority, taking the numerical test alone, from 
day to day, or from year to year. It is clear 
that such a history would not necessarily be a 
chronology of r7ght opinions upon the events 
and propositions which successively formed 
the subject-matter of opinion; and, indeed, a 
history of this latter kind could not be written 
absolutely, for on many points it remains to 
this day an open question which of two con- 
flicting sentiments was the right one. The 
only absolute history of opinion which can be 
attempted is that which deals with actual 
popular sentiments, as they are seen to under- 
lie the broad stream of facts; and all dis- 
crimination between various contemporaneous 
sentiments, with the object of showing that 
one was more reasonable than another, must 
be regarded rather as commentary than as 
historical text. 

It may be alleged that a sketch of “‘popular 
progress” must be a sketch of public opinion 
advancing from one right conclusion to 
another, basing itself upon the desire of the 
nation for social and political freedom, and 
resulting in the attainment of continually ex- 
panding institutions. But a sketch confined 
within these limits would, at all events, be 
unsatisfactory, for the reason already stated. 
It would, moreover, be inexact. The struggle 
for freedom has more than once led the bulk 
of a nation to the passionate adoption of a 
wrong opinion—for it has led to the adoption 





of contradictory opinions in similar circu. 
stances at two different times; and again, 
some of our most cherished institutions hayg 
been due to the very men who most stanchly 
opposed the idea of popular development, Jt 
appears, then, that the best, and the only pos. 
sible absolute history of popular progress, 
both in opinion and in fact, which is the 
visible shape of opinion, would be a history 
which should recount for us, as exhaustively 
as might be, not only the successive public 
opinions of successive epochs, but, at the same 


‘time, all the contemporaneous opinions which 


had sufficient force to clothe themselves jy 
facts. And we repeat that this history has 
still to be written. 

No man has yet seriously attempted to 
treat the entire history of the English nation 
according to a sound and definite evolutionary 
method. Nor was it to be expected that 
such should have been the case. It is only 
within the latter half of the current century 
that we have learned how to compute, for 
any given point of time, the force and 
momentum of popular liberties. The space 
traversed by these popular liberties since the 
close of the Napoleonic wars has been so 
vast that their rapid progress has arrested the 
attention of every observer, and has afforded 
abundant opportunity for that inductive pro- 
cess which alone could result in the determina- 
tion of the general laws of historic motion, 
We do not imply that the history of events 
apart from the history of opinions, nor even 
the history of dynastic wars and dynastic 
changes, is of slight value. We shall need 
this in the future no less than in the past; 
but there comes a time in the life of every 
nation when one may treat it as full-fledged. 
That time has come for England; and what 
we now want most of all is not a graphic 
account of a battle or the behaviour of a 
monarch in more or less trying circumstances, 
nor even a masterly summary of diplomatic 
intrigues, but rather the history, pure and 
simple, of the conquest of popular and indi- 
vidual liberties by the English nation. 

Though the title of Mr. Routledge’s book 
shows clearly enough that he has attempted 
nothing so comprehensive as what we have here 
indicated, his work is still sufficiently an effort 
in the right direction to deserve a welcome. 
This welcome we are all the more disposed to 
give, because it is manifest that the author 
has neither the genius of a great historian nor 
the skill of an experienced writer. But the 
merits of which he affords evidence are not in 
themselves inconsiderable. Much patience 
and laboriousness in the accumulation of facts, 
a certain amount of adroitness in the contrast 
of partly similar occurrences and situations, 
glimpses here and there of what is really in- 
dispensable in every page of a history of popu- 
lar progress: these Mr. Routledge undoubtedly 
possesses. We cannot say much more. He 
occasionally attempts, though not often with 
success, to give us the philosophy of his pheno- 
mena; but even where the materials are 
close at hand for tracing an effect to its cause, 
and so justifying the title of his book, he con- 
tinually neglects the opportunity. Thus, 
referring to the illegal appointment by James 
the Second of a Roman Catholic to a colonelcy, 
and his inducement of the judges to pro 
nounce in favour of the act, he tells us 
how Chief Justice Herbert declared “ that the 
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laws were the King’s, and that he could dis-| “If Milton was right that Presbyter is only old 


pense with them when he thought proper.” 
‘A few pages further on he mentions the clause 
in the Bill of Rights which asserts “ that it is 
illegal for the sovereign to dispense with the 
jaws.” But he in no manner couples these 
two sayings together, nor shows how the abuse, 
with the popular resistance to the abuse, had 
led to the assertion of one of the most im- 
portant limitations of royal prerogative. The 
mass of undigested matter contained in the 
pook would suffice for an ample illustration of 
the progress of opinion and liberty during the 
eriod with which Mr. Routledge professes to 
deal; but this illustration is precisely what we 
do not get, and what we have to supply for 
ourselves as we go along. Everything is dis- 
cursive and casual, and the want of system 
becomes painful. For instance, there is no 
such thing as analysis or comparison of 
charters ; and, worse still, no summaries of 
Joss and gain during particular epochs. If in 
one place (chapter iv.) we do come upon 
something like a summary of the eighteenth 
century, it is to be told that “the all-pervading 
influences” of the time were “A Disputed 
Succession, American Independence, and the 
French Revolution of 1789,” and that ‘if we 
lose sight of any of them we lose the gist and 
pivots of the history” of the time. Nothing 
could well be balder, either in meaning or in 
expression. In detail, Mr. Routledge is hardly 
more happy than in his general views. Thus 
he informs us that Sancroft “refused to crown ” 
William the Third, and that “several bishops 
refused to take the simple oaths of allegiance” ; 
as though these were a couple of isolated 
and unconnected facts, which needed a bare 
mention and nothing more. In the reign of 
Anne, he says, ‘‘ we begin for the first time 
to find traces of our modern ministry,”—a 
statement in which almost any schoolboy could 
correct him. ‘* Convocation,” we are told, 
“very fortunately ceased in 1717 for consider- 
ably more than a century”; which is, at all 
events, a Jame way to speak of a body which 
continued to be convened and prorogued year 
after year. On one page we read that the 
Marquis of Rockingham formed an adminis- 
tration “with Sir Charles Pratt, now Lord 
Camden, as Lord Chancellor’; and, on the 
very next page, we come across “ Lord North- 
ington, whom the Ministry had mistakenly 
allowed to retain the Great Seal.” As to the 
style of the book, it has simply no such thing 
as style about it. Words like “‘ opprobium,” for 
instance, may possibly be mere printers’ errors ; 
but when the author speaks of one thing 
“chording with” another, or tells us that a 
certain fact conveys “a part truth,” or repre- 
sents a French monarch as saying, “France, that 
isme,” or talks about an ‘‘ Act” being “‘ pushed 
into law,” or about a lawyer being “ fee’d,” or 
writes of “special pleading, which only chance 
had directed to the one side, and which some 
other chance might have directed to quite the 
contrary side” ; and when, moreover, we find 
such inelegances as these on well-nigh every 
page of his book, he cannot but expect 
that the weight of his crowded facts (which, 
we repeat, do really bear witness to a good 
deal of conscientious labour) will be greatly 
diminished. Perhaps the next best thing to 
being elegant, for a conscientious writer, is to 
be insouctant. This Mr. Routledge apparently 
is to a very large extent, as when he says :— 












Priest Writ-large—and he was rarely wrong where 
questions of freedom were involved—his assertion 
might have been carried further, and perhaps 
might have had an application to religious bodies 
with which he was more closely connected. .... 
If the Independent or Baptist minister could not 
be strictly termed old Priest Writ-large, he had 
in many cases, at least, all the love for priestly 
power, and especially for that social influence 
which is supposed to have been a characteristic of 
priests in all ages.” 

It would be difficult to discover, in any 
book not utterly valueless, a quainter jumble 
of misquotation, misapplication, and inconse- 
quence. 








RUSSIAN LITERATURE IN 1876. 


THE literature of Russia for the last year 
seems barren. The continuation of what is so 
far a really great novel, still unfinished, Count 
Leo Tolstoi’'s ‘Anna Karenina,’ is all Russia 
can boast of. What is, perhaps, the greatest 
production of the year has not yet succeeded in 
satisfying the censorship, and is still retained 
in the printing-office, the important work of 
Prince Vasiltchikof, ‘Land Tenure and Agri- 
culture.’ Tourguénief appears in one short 
tale only, ‘The Watch,’ in which he shows all 
his old pathos. Moved by the Bulgarian 
horrors he sent to one of the Russian news- 
papers a short poem—a vision of a game of 
croquet at Windsor—which, in its half-dozen 
stanzas gave a more impressive picture than 
any Russian poem which has appeared for 
years. Fortunately his pen has not been idle, 
and a new novel, longer than most of his 
former works, ‘ Nov’,’ now in course of pub- 
lication. Dostoiefsky has devoted all his 
force, not to works of art or to realistic novels, 
but to his serial, ‘The Journal of an Author,’ 
half autobiographical and half critical, on 
society and politics. The poems and dramas 
of the late Count Alexis Tolstoi have been 
collected and published ; Stchedrin (Soltykof) 
has given us some new satirical sketches, 
‘Conservative Talk’; and Pypin has begun a 
series of studies on the history of Russian 
literature, which are already good and promise 
to be better. Beyond this we find nothing 
but the productions of third-rate writers,—a 
play or two, some slight though graceful 
verses, and a few novels, occasionally of merit. 
Such things are published and are read because 
the Russian reading public is growing larger, 
and must, somehow, be satisfied. To supple- 
ment the deficiency of native talent, now, as 
once before in Russian literary history, trans- 
lations of the best contemporary authors are 
in vogue, and are becoming more and more 
the staple of some of the magazines. 

Of the minor novels, there are some that 
are worthy of mention. The name of Ardeief, 
at one time a writer of great promise, is brought 
to mind by a little story, or, rather, sketch and 
outline of a story,—‘About 1845,’—which 
was the beginning of a picture of life in that 
social and literary world in which the author 
lived when in his prime, and when Russian 
literature was in the greenness and freshness 
of its renaissance. It was Ardeief’s last work, 
a complete portion of an incomplete whole, 
and was published after his death. Potiekhin 
has furnished two tales, ‘The Invalid’ and 
‘ About Money,’ amusing, and sometimes affect- 
ing, but nothing more; Krotkof, a provincial 
lawyer of good observation and of fair literary 





skill, has drawn a picture of the rural courts 
and of some of the effects of the law reforms 
in ‘Pyrkin and Tchepyrkin’; Leontief, for- 
merly a Russian Consul in European Turkey, 
in ‘Odysseus Polychroniades,’ shows Greek 
life and the activity of a Russian Consul in 
a Turkish province, and in the ‘Child of the 
Soul’ gives a poetical version of a Danubian 
legend ; ‘The Hut in the Forest,’ of Count 
Sailhas, while charming and poetical at first, 
ends abruptly and feebly; ‘The Coterie’ of 
Nezlobin is a sketch of life among the Russian 
political exiles in Switzerland ; and Melnikof 
continues his story of ‘The Mountains,’ treat- 
ing of the Russian dissenters, and contributes 
two pleasing little tales, ‘Stories of a Grand- 
mother’ and ‘The Good Old Time.’ Of the 
younger writers two ladies carry off the palm. 
Miss Smirnof, with her ‘Force of Cha- 
racter,’ the subject of which bears a great 
resemblance to ‘ Le Fiancé de Mdlle. St. Maur,’ 
of Cherbuliez, though with a very different 
ending, and Madame Dolguin with ‘A Fic- 
titious Marriage.’ Miss Smirnof is growing 
fast, and bids fair to win a great reputation, 
and to eclipse any female writer that Russia has 
yet produced. The novel of Madame Dolguin, 
which—an unusual thing for an unknown 
writer—was first published in book form, has 
met with some severe criticism on account of 
the improbability of the story, but even a very 
limited experience of Russian nihilists and 
socialists shows that “fictitious marriages ” 
for political purposes are far from uncommon. 
Maximof, best known as a writer on ethno- 
graphy, in ‘ Vagabond Russia,’ tells us with 
much skill of some of those sects of dissenters, 
whose life and belief have hardly been heard 
of outside of Russia, and are known to but 
few within the empire. Boborykin has been 
silent for a time as a story-teller, but has pub- 
lished a series of studies on the French realistic 
novelists, one of whom—Zola—has even more 
reputation in St. Petersburg than in Paris, 
One of his novels, ‘Son Excellence Eugéne 
Rougon,’ first saw the light in a Russian trans- 
lation, and he is a regular correspondent and 
contributor to the Messenger of Europe. 

In poetry the event of the year has been 
the republication of the poems and dramas of 
Count Alexis Tolstoi, whose lamentable death 
I announced a yearago. This edition, while 
containing many things that were scattered 
through the pages of periodicals, is not com- 
plete, in the sense that it does not contain 
some poems which the censorship would 
forbid from their political satire, and some 
which were never intended for publication, 
but only for the amusement of friends, being 
caricatures of men of the time, or full of 
Rabelaisian humour. One powerful fragment 
of an unfinished drama, ‘Posadnik,’ had 
never before been printed. The poems and 
dramas of Averkief, 'I'chaief, Ostrofsky, and 
Nekrasof hardly deserve mention, so far do 
they fall short of their previous works. 

The strong point with the Russian litera- 
ture of 1876, as for many years of late, is in 
history and historical material. Of the latter, 
three journals deserve a special mention for 
their general, as well as their historical inte- 
rest, the Memoirs of Michael Garnofsky, of 
Madame Passek, and of Baron Rosen, Gar- 
nofsky was an artillery colonel, who was for 
many years the overseer of the houses, villas, 
and glassworks of Prince Potemkin in St. 
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Petersburg ; and during the frequent absences 


of the Prince from the capital, had charge of | 


all his affairs, not only those of property, but 


of various commissions, and business at the | 


Court and with people in near relations to the 
Empress Catherine, as also with various 
ministries and departments of the Govern- 
ment. Potemkin considered him as his right 


hand, all houses in St. Petersburg were open | 


to him, and he was on intimate terms with 
many of the leading men of the epoch. They 
are written in a clear and business-like, but 
lively style, and extend from 1786 to 1790. 
‘The Recollections of Madame Passek,’ of 
which a small portion had already been 
printed, begins with the accession of the 
Empress Catherine the Second, and extends to 
1812. The Recollections concern rather the 
writer herself and her immediate acquaintances 
than political affairs in general, although they 
are full of valuable references. The publication 
of the Memoirs of Baron Rosen is a new proof 
of the great interest which the present genera- 
tion takes in all that concerns the Decem- 
brists, that band of noble and enthusiastic 
young men who endeavoured to prevent 
Nicholas from ascending the throne in 1825, 
and to force upon Russia a free government. 
Another interesting contribution to historical 
literature, for it covers and attempts to decide 
many knotty points, is ‘The French in Mos- 
cow in 1812,’ by D. N. Popof. The writer 
has carefully studied the whole literature of 
the subject, and many diaries and papers 
which have never been published, and gives us 
full materials to judge for ourselves how and 
why Moscow was burnt. The books of 
Zabielin and of Ilovaisky are more important 
than any historical works which have appeared 
in Russia for some time, not only from, in 
some respects, the novelty of their views, but 
from the independence and the energy with 
which they argue. Mr. Zabielin, after having 
given us the details of Court life at the Krem- 
lin in old times, has now begun a ‘ History of 
Russian Life,’z.e. the life of the Russian people. 
He comes to his task well fitted, not only by 
his great knowledge of the facts of ancient 
Russian life, derived from archives, family 
papers, and account books, but also by the 
profound studies he has made for many years 
into the early archeology and art of Russia. 
While this book has in it very much that is 
both valuable and of the highest interest, the 
author’s inferences as to the effects of the 
Russian climate, and of the configuration 
of the soil, on the character and life 
of the people are perhaps too sweeping, 
and many of his arguments against the so- 
called Norman theory of the origin of the 
house of Rurik would hardly stand sound 
philological tests. The opposition tothe Norman 
theory was first revived of late years by Mr. 
Tlovaisky in some essays which are reprinted 
with additions in his ‘Researches into the 
Origin of Russia.’ He differs from preceding 
anti-Normanists in boldly taking the ground 
that the whole story of the calling of Rurik 
and his followers from abroad was a mere 
legend devoid of any historical foundation. 
While the Normanists consider many of hisargu- 
ments unsound, theforce of his reasoning is such 
as to exercise a strong influence on historical 
writers and students as well as on the general 
public. Mr. Ilovaisky, however, has hardly 
settled thequestion. The first volume of his ‘ His- 





tory of Russia’ covers the Kief period, which 
he begins with the time of the continued rela- 
tions between Russia and Byzantium. These 
he considers the first clearly established facts 
in Russian history. The clearness and artistic 
character of his narration render this work a 
strong contrast to the dull, tedious history of 
Solovief, the twenty-fifth volume of which has 
just appeared, and brings the work into the 
reign of Catherine the Second. 

The sixth volume of Kostomarof’s ‘Russian 
History in the Lives of its Chief Actors,’ 
written with all the author's charm of style, 
is by far the most interesting of the series, 
not only on account of the epoch of which 
it treats, but from the original views which 
he takes of the character of Peter the Great. 
Kostomarof, it is well known, frequently views 
the great men of Russian history in a different 
way from other people. He finds greatness 
where it is least expected, and has pulled down 
many a great man from his pinnacle. In 
spite of Kostomarof’s one-sided views and 
severe criticism, Peter the Great comes out 
triumphant. The author himself says :— 

“Peter loved Russia; he loved the Russian 

people; he loved it not as a mass of Russian 
people who were contemporary with and subject 
to him, but as that ideal to which he wished to 
bring the people. This love of his was a great 
quality which forces us, in spite of our own will, 
to love his personality, leaving on one side both 
his bloody justice and all his demoralizing despot- 
ism, which exercised such a hurtful influence even 
on posterity.” 
The persons whom Kostomarof gives as 
characteristic of the epoch besides Peter the 
Great are Mazeppa, the Tsarevitch Alexis, 
Menshikof, and Theophan Prokopovitch. 

Among other historical publications should 
be noted, the ‘ Relations of Russia with the 
European Powers before the War of 1815,’ 
by A. Popof; the second and third volumes 
of the new edition of the ‘Complete Collec- 
tion of Russian Laws,’ &c., which extend to 
1723 ; the fifteenth, sixteenth, and seventeenth 
volumes of the ‘Collection of the Russian 
Historical Society’; the second and third 
volumes of the ‘ Russian Historical Library’ ; 
the eighth and ninth volumes of the ‘ Archives 
of Prince Vorontzof’; the ‘History of Tver,’ 
by Borzakofsky ; thé ‘ Embassy to England 
in 1600 of Gregory Mikulin’; the ‘ His- 
torical Value of Russian Brigand Songs,’ by 
N. Aristof ; the fifth volume of F. Bienemann’s 
‘Briefe und Urkunden zur Geschichte Liv- 
lands,’ from 1558 to 1562; and Johann 
Renner’s ‘ Livliindische Historien,’ 

From history to politics the transition is 
easy. The chief works in this division are, 
the third volume of Prof. Martens’s ‘ Collection 
of Russian Treaties and Conventions,’ which 
includes the treaties with Austria from 1808 
to 1815; the second volume of Prof. Gra- 
dovsky’s ‘German Constitution’; ‘Sketch of 
the History and Dogmas of International 
Law,’ by A. N. Stoyanof; and J. Keussler’s 
‘Communal Property and Emancipation.’ 

The Eastern Question naturally has had its 
effect on Russian literature, especially in the 
publication of sketches of travel. Such are 
Rovinsky’s ‘ Travels in Serbia,’ and Smirnof’s 
‘Turkish Civilization, its Schools, Softas, 
Libraries, and Books,’ “Mr. Smirnof is a 
very promising young Orientalist, who was 
sent to Constantinople a year ago on a mission 
from the Imperial Public Library. He 








describes, with a great improvement in style 
since his earlier literary essays, a side of lifg 
rarely seen by the traveller. Not content 
with haunting the book-shops and visiting all 
the libraries, he mingled with the students 
and heard lectures at the ‘Imperial Ottoman 
University.” His observations are not always 
just, but they are exceedingly interesting, 
Two other books which bear on the Eastern 
Question, though not written for the occasion, 
are ‘Byzantism and Slavonism,’ by K. N, 
Leontief, and ‘ The South Slavs and Byzantium 
in the Tenth Century,’ by M. S. Drinof, a 
well-known Bulgarian historian, now a Pro- 
fessor in Moscow. ‘La Russie et la Tur. 
quie,’ by Dmitri de Boukharof, published at 
Amsterdam, gives an interesting historical 
sketch of the political relations of Russia and 
Turkey from their beginning to the present 
time, copiously illustrated with extracts from 
Treaties and State Papers. 

In Geographical and Scientific literature 
there is not much to speak of. The second 
volume of Prezhevalsky’s ‘Travels in Mon- 
golia’ has appeared, devoted exclusively to 
the scientific results of his expedition. Ac 
counts have also been published of Col. 
Sosnovsky’s Expedition in China of the 
Hissar Expedition, and of the Pamir Expe- 
dition, the last written by Col. Kostenko, 
already known by a book on Central Asia, 
Ogorodnikof has given the story of Col. 
Glukhovsky’s trading venture to Mashad and 
Afghanistan, and Prof. Minaef, who is on a 
scientific mission in India, has written some 
interesting sketches of little known regions, 
The ‘ Survey of Travels and Researches in the 
Aral-Caspian Region,’ by M. Bogdanof, is 
interesting and valuable. It covers the 
period from 1720 to 1874. A _ still more 
useful book is the ‘Collection of Historical 
and Statistical Information about Siberia and 
the Neighbouring Countries’; the first part 
of which has appeared in St. Petersburg. It 
very properly begins with an attempt at a 
bibliography of Siberia, and includes some 
interesting scientific monographs and contem- 
porary information. Would that it would 
republish some of the articles of Spassky’s 
‘Siberian Messenger,’ a work of great value, 
but which it is now impossible to procure ina 
complete state! The ‘ Progress of the Geolo- 
gical Description of Russia in 1873 and 1874, 
by Prof. Barbot de Marny, will interest 
specialists. A broader and deeper interest 
will be felt in the ‘Speeches,’ ‘ Autobiography,’ 
and ‘ Studies,’ of the celebrated Academician, 
Dr. K. E. von Baer, who has just died at a 
very advanced age. 

The profound work of J. R. Aspelin, on 
‘Finnio-Ugric Archeology,’ deserves special 
mention, although published in Finnish. As 
it is profusely illustrated, it may be useful 
even to those ignorant of that language. Mr. 
Aspelin is also engaged on an ‘ Archeological 
Atlas,’ the first part of which, containing about 
1,500 drawings, with an explanatory French 
text, will soon be issued. E. ScHUYLER. 








TALES, 

At Sixes and Sevens. By A. Weber. (Mozley & 
Smith.) 

Wit and Pleasure. Seven Tales by Seven 
Authors, (Virtue & Cov.) 


‘Ar Sixes ayp Sevens’ defines the relations of 
an amiable party of youths and girls in a pleasant 
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village in the valley of the Thames. Grace Brown, 
the heroine, is the self-sacrificing eldest daughter 
of an absent-minded student and his invalid wife, 
who inhabit the rectory of a rural village. A 
very charming specimen of an enthusiastic yet 
sound-headed maiden is Grace. Without omitting 
a detail of her engrossing, somewhat wearing 
occupations of ecclesiastical aide-de-camp and 
commander-in-chief in the nursery, she cherishes 
high ideals of a wider field of duty, and especially 
of a concrete personification of excellence in the 
shape of a young Indian civilian, to whom she 
owes, or thinks she owes, a good deal of her laud- 
able ambition. To the return of this personage 
on furlough are due the complications and mis- 
understandings of the plot, In the end she marries 
Mr. Temple, and is content in attributing to him 
still the excellences which really are mostly the 
creation of her own loyal fancy. Templeis a fluent 
talker, and, though morally unexceptionable, has 
Joseph Surface’s gift of retailing sonorous plati- 
tudes. Grace feels and acts her morals, and com- 
pletes his character in a way he scarcely deserves. 
he position is not uncommon, and we suppose 
her want of appreciation of simple-minded Claude, 
who is no dealer in axioms, though, as a lover, 
worth a hundred of his rival, is equally life-like. 
Mrs. Wyatt, and the two excellent old maids, who 
are alone in their thorough understanding of their 
favourite, are well-drawn portraits. There is also 
an Oxford don, with an insight into character not 
common in the race, who is evidently described 
from some living model. Had Grace not been so 
much otherwise engaged, he also merited a reward 
she did not dream of giving him. 

Messrs. Virtue’s Christmas volume contains 
seven short tales by “eminent hands.” Mr. Yates’s 
story of ‘ Thoroughbred,’ which heads the list, 
would be agreeable but for the clumsy expedient 
of homicide which smooths Mr. Cholmley’s path 
of true love. The lady in the frontispiece is, how- 
ever, worthy of fortune’s best efforts in her favour. 
Mrs. Cashel Hoey contributes an Irish legend of 
the supernatural sort—the author of the ‘ Black- 
smith of Holsby, an extremely domestic tale of 
the difficulties and despair of a young housewife, 
and how they were overcome, ‘The true Story of 
Cinderella’ is an Oriental parable, and relates the 
doings of a modern Samaritan in the East End. 
‘Uncle Archie’s Bankruptcy’ is so far novel in its 
character, that one wonders so elaborate a hoax 
could have been perpetrated by the benevolent 
uncle, and how he managed to secure the assist- 
ance of such an unsentimental body as the officers 
of the Court of Bankruptcy. Mr. Knatchbull 
Hugessen produces one of his usual fairy tales, 
which is pretty enough; and a legend of the Hartz 
Mountains, also of the usual pattern, completes 
the volume. On the whole there is nothing to 
blame, and perhaps no need of praise.

THE ‘ODE TO A NIGHTINGALE’ 

In an article of the Atheneum of Jan, 13 on a 
new edition of Keats, I find it asserted that “in the 
‘Ode toa Nightingale,’ Lord Houghton reads, in all 
of his editions,— 

And with thee fade away into the forest dim. 
This line,” the reviewer says, “has two feet” 
(meaning, I suppose, to say two syllables, or one 
foot) “too many, and Keats wrote— 
And with thee fade into the forest dim.” 

But whatever Keats may have written, it is cer- 
tainly not in any edition due to the care and 
enthusiasm of his biographer that this corruption 
of the text, if corruption it be, was first allowed to 
present itself. In the first edition ever published, 
that of 1820, this line (p. 108) stands as an alex- 
andrine, not less offensive, if offence there be, than 
in every subsequent issue I have ever seen. 

All genuine and studious lovers of Keats owe 
too long and large a debt to the labour and devo- 
tion hestowed by Lord Houghton first of all men 
on the service of his memory and the preservation 
of his remains, to let pass without appeal or refuta- 
tion the slightest inadvertent injustice done to 
that fruitful labour and that strenuous devotion. 
Other admirers, from such as Leigh Hunt even 
downwards to such as Lowell, have bepraised or 
bedaubed the name and the work of Keats with 
profitable or other than profitable enthusiasm ; 
one man only has done for him and for us all 
the one service most truly and most thoroughly 
worth doing and worth thanks; has preserved 
from possible neglect and destruction some at 
least of the most precious relics of his genius, and 
has utterly cleared and vindicated his memory for 
ever from the pitiful and shameful imputation of 
such miserable weakness as could suffer or suc- 
cumb under the assault or the insult of nameless 
or unmentionable enemies,

THE CONGRESS OF ORIENTALISTS. 

TrE Organizing Committee of the Fourth Con- 
gress of Orientalists has appointed as its British 
delegates: London, Sir H. Rawlinson and Prof. 
Chenery ; Oxford, Prof. Legge ; Cambridge, Prof. 
Wright ; Edinburgh, Dr. John Muir. Tourists 
and idlers will not be admitted, and tickets will 
be given to Orientalists only. There will be nine 
sections : (1) North Africa, (2) Semitic and Assyrio- 
logical Studies, (3) Iranian and Armenian, (4) 
Indian, (5) General Indo-European Researches, 
(6) Altaic, (7) Polynesia, (8) China, (9) Indo-China 
and Thibet. The Italian Minister of Public In- 
struction has offered a prize of 9,000 francs for 
the best manuscript treatise, sent to the President 
of the Committee, Prof. Amari, upon the ‘ History 
of Aryan Civilization in India.’ We shall give 
some details as to the conditions next week. As 
everybody knows, the Congress meets in Florence 
in September, 1878. 








“THERE'S NAE LUCK ABOUT THE HOUSE.” 
Guelph, Ontario, Canada. 
My attention has recently been directed to an 
article in ‘The Songstresses of Scotland,’ wherein 
the writer, Sarah Tytler, mentions her reasons for 





attributing the song “There’s nae Luck about the 
House” to Jean Adam; and thus «affords an ex- 
planation of the statement made by her, in the 
paper entitled “‘The Author of ‘There’s nae Luck 
about the House,’” and published in ‘Good Words,’ 
March Supplement, 1869, to the effect that “ it 
has been settled by competent authorities, and 
common consent now awards the song to the 
simple woman, Jean Adam, instead of to the 
scholar, William Julius Mickle.” 

The song having been, by numerous editors and 
writers, recognized as W. J. Mickle’s, although 
some may have mentioned the claim for Jean 
Adam, his descendants always thought that the 
question of the authorship had long ago been 
settled in his favour, and were at a loss to conceive 
upon what basis the positive statement to the con- 
trary rested, which appeared in ‘Good Words.’ 
This has since been made clear by the publication 
of the paper on “Jean Adam” in the ‘Songstresses 
of Scotland, by the same writer, from which it is 
evident that the principal “competent authority” 
referred to in the above extract is the author of a 
pamphlet published in 1866, and entitled “Jean 
Adam, her authorship of the ballad ‘There’s nae 
Luck about the House’ vindicated by Alexander 

Rodger”; inasmuch as his argument is adopted 
clothed in other words is repeated ; and presum- 
ably without any examination, whatever Rodger 
states is assumed to be correct, although the fallacy 
of the testimony adduced could easily have been 
detected in one instance at least. 

The author of the article “Jean Adam,” in ‘Song- 
stresses of Scotland,’ says, ‘‘ No copy of the song 
is found in either Mickle’s works or in Jean 
Adam’s works printed while they lived.” 

Jean Adam published an edition of her poems, 
the greater number on scriptural subjects, very 
similar to each other in their construction, and of 
a very different character from the song. W. J. 
Mickle was a man of versatile powers, and his 
writings were of the most varied chazacter, both 
as to the subjects chosen and his mode of handling 
them ; but he never published his works, either 
prose or poetic, as a whole, and never collected 
them together so that they would in any sense be 
called “his works.” His larger pieces were pub- 
lished separately under their own titles, and his 
first published poems were printed either anony- 
mously or under an assumed name. The Rev. J. 
Sim, in the memoir of the Life of Mickle, published 
in 1806, states that on two different occasions 
Mickle contemplated an edition of his works, 
and for that purpose began revising some of his 
productions ; but other engagements intervened, 
«nd the undertaking was never accomplished. As 
far as I can ascertain from his manuscripts, some 
of his pieces were composed about 1752 to 1760 
(in 1752 he wrote “ Knowledge, an Ode,” and 
in 1755 he began a dramatic piece on the death 
of Socrates), but at first he did not publicly avow 
himself to be the author of any of these, or pub- 
lish in his own name. There is a letter from his 
brother Charles, then in London, without any date 
except Wednesday, but which, from its general 
purport and some circumstances mentioned in it, 
must have been written about the year 1760. In 
this, pressing his brother to declare himself as the 
author of his pieces, Charles writes, “ As they are 
long since public, you have the finest opportunity 
you could wish for, to proceed upon,” but never- 
theless failed to influence his brother at that vime. 

The Rev. J. Sim, finding a manuscript of the 
ballad, in W. J. Mickle’s handwriting, amongst 
his other manuscripts, included it in his edition 
of Mickle’s minor poetic works, published in 
1806. Afterwards, when he waited upon Mrs. 
Mickle to inquire regarding it, as she was then 
suffering from paralysis, she manifested some 
hesitancy and perturbation on the first occasion, 
but subsequently she stated that her husband had 
given her a copy of the song, had told her that it 
was his own composition, and that he had explained 
to her (she being English) the meaning of the Scotch 
phrases; and, with a very little assistance, she 
repeated all the verses of the song to Mr. Sim, 
except the eight lines attributed to Dr. Beattie.

vol. i., are some observations by Burns on the 
song, and in a foot-note (p. 68) Cromek is the 
first to claim the song for Jean Adam. This he 
did on the testimony of Mrs. Fullarton, a very old 
lady, then living, who is said to have remembered 
that Jean Adam recited and sang the song as her 
own prior to 1760,—that is to say, fifty years pre- 
viously. In an appendix, Cromek states the 
grounds upon which Sim had published the song 
as Mickle’s, and gives an account of the circum- 
stances which had led himself to claim it for Jean 
Adam, adding a confirmatory letter from Mrs. Ful- 
larton’s daughter. But, while his work was passing 
through the press, he received a communication 
from the Rev. J. Sim, which he placed before his 
readers, describing it as having been “‘ received 
since the above account was printed,” and adding 
that ‘‘the contents of Mr. Sim’s letter, and the 
poetical sketch it encloses, warrant the Editor in 
conceding the ballad to Mr. Mickle.”—P. 196. 

That Cromek was correct in thus conceding the 
ballad to Mickle, as the result of the inquiries in- 
stituted regarding the authorship in 1809-10, may, 
perhaps, be best explained by first quoting a letter 
from Mr. William Mudford to the Rev. J. Sim, 
and the reply thereto, as published in the Universal 
Magazine, vol. xiii., No. Ixxvii., New Series, April, 
1810, and then reproducing Mr. Sim’s letter to 
Mr. Cromek :— 


Copy of a letter from Mr. William Mudford to 
Rev. J. Sim. 

“Sir,—The purport of this letter will, I hope, 
excuse the liberty I take in addressing you. In 
your edition of Mr. Mickle’s works, you have in- 
serted, at p. 121, the song of ‘There’s nae Luck 
about the House’ as the production of Mickle; and 
you have distinguished eight lines as the produc- 
tion of Dr. Beattie. There is a curious literary 
fact attached to this song, which can be finally 
settled only by yourself. 

‘My friend, Mr. Cromek, who has lately pub- 
lished a volume of ‘ Burns’s Reliques, and whose 
ardour for Scottish literature is distinguished, had 
discovered, as he imagined, the author of this song 
in a Jean Adams, who died in Glasgow Workhouse 
in the year 1765. When he was in Scotland last, 
the circumstance was mentioned to him of a Mrs, 
Fullarton, a very old lady, now living, who re- 
members to have heard Jean Adams recite and 
sing the song as her own prior to the year 1760, 
This Jean Adams was a woman of some talents. 
. ... These facts Mr. Cromek had obtained with 
considerable trouble ; and when he called upon 
me, and mentioned the circumstance, he was greatly 
surprised when I told him that the song was 
ascribed to Mickle, and showed it him in your edi- 
tion of his works. You will perceive there is some 
mystery in the affair, which can be cleared up 
only by the documents on which you ascribe the 
song to Mickle, and those eight lines to Beattie. 
Mrs. Fullarton is positive that she heard this Jean 
Adaws recite the song about the year 1760 ; in 
fact, Jean died in the year 1765, at which time 
Mickle was only thirty* years of age: did he pub- 
lish or write the song within that period ? 

“Tt is a singular circumstance that Burns, who 
was well versed in the history of Scottish ballads, 
says, speaking of the present song,—‘ This is one 
of the most beautiful songs in the Scots or any 
other language. The two lines, “ And will I see 
his face again, And will I hear him speak,” as well 
as the two preceding ones, are unequalled almost 
by anything I ever heard or read ; and the lines, 
“The present moment is our ain, The neist we 
never saw,” are worthy of the first poet. It is long 
posterior to Ramsay’s days. About the year 1771 
or 72 it came first on the streets as a ballad; and 
I suppose the composition of the song was not much 
anterior to that period.’ ‘ Reliques, p. 217. I 
cannot help thinking that you will feel some

Rev. J. Sim’s reply to the above 
Dear Sir,—I am extremely happy to inform 
you that I have been so fortunate as to discover, 
among Mr, Mickle’s papers, what I consider as the 
very first sketch of that celebrated song, ‘ There’s 
nae Luck about the House,’ a copy of which, ver- 
batim and literatim,I have enclosed. Besides the 
evident marks of haste and inaccuracy which I have 
noticed in the margin, you will find the name 
Colin spelt with a double and a single 1; the 
Scottish verb used for must, spelt first mun, 
and, in two lines after, man; and the verb 
make spelt twice with the c, and then three times 
without that letter: all these are very strong proofs 
of its being the very first attempt. Other varia- 
tions, much for the better, you will find by com- 
paring the MS. with the song as now printed in 
my edition of Mr, Mickle’s poetry. The ballad is, 
though evidently written in very great baste, per- 
haps the finest specimen of his handwriting now 
extant ; from which, I think, it must have been 
written in, or before, the year 1760, as, soon after 
that period, his misfortunes in trade, and his conse- 
quent depression of spirits, very much affected his 
handwriting. All these circumstances duly con- 
sidered will, I trust, effectually lay to rest the ill- 
founded pretension of Jean Adam, and secure to 
my worthy friend an undisputed title to this very 
superior production. 

‘** As to my ascription of the eight marked lines 
to Dr. Beattie, I had the most positive assurance 
of their being his composition from the Rev. 
Patrick Davidson, of Kayne, Aberdeenshire, a 
gentleman of the first respectability, who had been 
a pupil of the doctor’s; and this was confirmed by 
every literary character with whom I conversed, 
during an excursion which I made to the north of 
Scotland in the summer of 1801, so as not to leave 
the least shadow of a doubt upon that subject....

Let us now turn to the letter and poetical sketch 
which led Ceomek to finally concede the ballad to 
Mickle. The “poetical sketch” has just been 
given. In the “letter,” dated April 14th, 1810 
Mr. Sim first discusses the spelling in this “ first 
sketch” in much the same terms as when writing 
to Mr. Mudford, and then proceeds (Cromek, op. 
cit. p. 197) :— 

“Since I wrote to Mr. Mudford, Mrs. Mickle 
has informed me, without being asked, that she 
now perfectly recollects that Mr. Mickle gave her 
the ballad as his own composition, and explained 
to her the Scottish words and phrases; and she 
repeated to me, with a very little assistance, the 
whole of the song, except the eight lines, which 
I have, and I think with justice, ascribed to Dr, 
Beattie. When I asked her why she hesitated at 
first, she said, that the question, coming unex. 
pectedly upon her, flurried her, and the flurry, 
together with the fear that she might be called 
upon to substantiate what she then said upon oath, 
made her answer with diffidence and hesitation, 
This struck me at that time to have been the case, 
and I believe such a belaviour to be very natural 
to persons labouring under a disorder so depressive 
as u paralysis. 

“1 shall only add that Mickle had too high an 
opinion of his own poetical powers to have adopted 
the compositions of but very few of his contempo- 
raries ; and certainly too much honour and integrity 
to give the least occasion to the publishing of the 
works of another as his own productions,

Thus far the Rev. J. Sim’s reply to Mr. Mud- 
ford, and his letter to Mr. Cromek. 

Although Rodger in 1866, and Sarah Tytler 
afterwards, omit fron the song the eight lines 
written by Beattie, yet Cromek had included them 
as Jean Adam’s composition in 1809, and he (and 
presumably Mrs. Fullarton) was not aware that 
they were the production of Beattie, a distant 
relative of Mickle’s, until informed of it by Sim, 
Aud here it may be added that, in 1810, notwith- 
standing all his inquiries, Cromek had obtained 
no evidence from those other pupils of Jean 
Adam, who, in 1866 and afterwards, are men- 
tioned as affording corroborative testimony, but 
are not named, 

Surah Tytler, in ‘The Songstresses of Scotland, 
endeavours to set aside the testimony of the above 
letters and extracts by remarks that I will 
severally quote and answer. She says, “ What 
wus supposed to be the original scroll of the song. 

.. not only differs from the popular versicn, 
but has phrases and words so thoroughly un 
Scotch, and so many gross mistakes both in sense 
aud spelling, that it is very difficult to imagine 
how a man capable of writing the song could have 
committed them.” (Page 42, vol. i., quoted from 
Rodger.) 

It has been seen that when this “ original 
scroll,” or “first sketch,” of the song was dis- 
covered, it was considered by competent judges to 
bear strong internal evidence that Mickle was the 
author of the song. It was reserved for a writer 
two generations later to attempt to discredit it. 
The argument that, because of the errors in the 
manuscript, Mickle could not be the author 
would be just as valid to prove that the MS. was 
not in his handwriting, tor he would be no more 
likely to make the errors as a copyist than as an 
author. 

If the above charge of “gross mistakes in 
sense” refers to Mickle’s writing, ‘‘ twa fat hens 
upo the coop,” I answer the critic who states in 
reference to this that “hens go into coops.” No 
doubt hens with their young broods are put into 
coops to prevent wandering ; but the brooding-time 
was then past, the fattening-time had come, and 
in the well-appointed henery the coops were laid 
by, and the fattening hens would often in the day- 
time roost upon them: and who is to condemn 
the poet for placing them there? The assertion 
that Mickle wrote “twa fat hens in” or “ within 
the bauk” has only an imaginary basis and the 
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. citar mail . 
expression is not to be found in his manuscripts. 
That Colin, the name of the hero of the song, was 
more common in the west of Scotland than in the 
south and east, where Mickle resided, is even urged 
as an argument that he was probably unfamiliar 
with the name, and that the song was not his. In 
relation to this I will merely state that in one of 
his letters Mickle inquires of his brother Charles, 
then in London, about a common friend, Colin. 
Mickle, born, brought up, and residing in Scotland 
until he was twenty-nine years of age, must have 
been acquainted with Scotch words and their 
meaning. Devoting himself to literary pursuits, 
he would write in English, but without necessarily 
confining himself to that language ; for he wrote 
one of his earlier poems in the obsolete old Eng- 
lish, after the manner of Spenser, and published it 
at first under the title of ‘The Concubine,’ and 
afterwards under that of ‘Syr Martyn.’ 

I quote again from ‘The Songstresses of Scot- 
Jand,’ page 43, “ Mrs. Mickle seems to imply that 
the song was written and given to her by her hus- 
band not earlier than the time of their marriage, 
which took place in 1781-2, ten or eleven years 
after the date when Robert Burns declares that 
the song was sung in the streets :” and again at 
page 44, “The explanation which has been sug- 
gested is, that Mickle, more than half Anglicised 
by a long residence in England, took the song 
rapidly down from the mouth of a street-singer, 
and copied his first writing, with a few cor- 
rections.” 

Is it not perfectly gratuitous and imaginary on 
the part of the writer above quoted to say that 
Mrs. Mickle seems to imply that the song was 
written, as well as the copy given to her, about 
1781-2? There is no warrant for such an im- 
plication that I am aware of. I have not as 
yet found the manuscript from which the Rev. 
J. Sim published the ballad in 1806, but I have 
the one which Mr. Sim considered to be the 
first sketch of the song, an exact copy of which 
is given with his letters to Mr. Cromek and 
to Mr. Mudford. An examination of W. J. 
Mickle’s manuscripts shows that the paper 
used by him at dates separated by intervals 
of various duration bore different watermarks. 
The paper on which this first sketch of the song is 
written bears the same watermark as the paper of 
a letter written by W. J. Mickle in Edinburgh 
not later than 1760. If the song was not written 
by Mickle about or before 1760, would it not be 
a most singular circumstance if he—after that date 
leaving Edinburgh,—then residing about three 
years in London,—then at Oxford for several 
years,—afterwards at Forest Hill, while composing 
his translation of the ‘Lusiad,’—after that time 
going to sea with the squadron of Commodore John- 
stone, and acting as his secretary,—again residing 
in London,—and for the greater part of all this 
time busily engaged in writing,—should have used 
the same description of paper in 1782 that he had 
used in Edinburgh twenty-two, or more, years 
previously? And yet to a belief in this most 
improbable coincidence are those driven who 
adopt either of the hypotheses that Mickle merely 
wrote a copy of the song of another in 1782 and 
gave it to his wife; or that this “first sketch” of 
the song was rapidly taken down by him from the 
mouth of a street-singer, after “a long residence in 
England.” Surely the watermark affords pre- 
sumptive evidence that this “first sketch” of the 
song was written by Mickle about or before the 
year 1760. Mickle’s papers bear evidence that he 
Was most scrupulous and careful when making any 
extract to state the author’s name, or, if the author 
was unknown, the source from which he quoted. 
The suggestion that Mickle copied the song from 
a street-singer is without basis. Numerous proofs 
of his integrity render it an unwarrantable sup- 
position that he copied a song and claimed it as 
his own, Of these, I only mention his refusal 
of Bishop Lowth’s offer of ordination, with promise 
of provision in the Church, lest his writings in 
Support of Christianity should be imputed to 
interested motives, 

Again, at page 43 (oc. cit.), Sarah Tytler says, 





“There is hardly need to add the observation of 
David Hume, that ‘Mrs. Mickle was not a person 
whose evidence was of much consequence at any 
time.’” 

Can Sarah Tytler refer to any page of David 
Hume’s writings where this observation is to be 
found? Or did she, without any examination, 
give to it the weight of her name because it had 
been used by Rodger and Graham when claiming 
the song for Jean Adam? As a writer in defence 
of Christianity, W. J. Mickle accepted the an- 
tagonism of David Hume while he lived, and 
against the sceptical principles held by Hume 
published, in 1770, his ‘Voltaire in the Shades’; 
but to the citation of David Hume as an authority 
adverse to Mrs. Mickle’s evidence I shall only 
reply that he died in the year 1776, while, as is 
known, and, indeed, is stated by Sarah Tytler, Mrs, 
Mickle was married in 1782, that is to say, siz 
years after David Hume's death! Hume's death, 
moreover, occurred more than thirty years before 
she gave the testimony upon which we are asked 
to believe that he threw discredit! Comment is 
unnecessary. 

Lastly, at page 44 of ‘The Songstresses of Scot- 
land,’ the writer says, “The Scotch song to which 
Mrs. Mickle alluded, if it ever had an existence, 
might have been one of her husband’s old English 
ballads,—a very different style of song, yet apt to 
be confused by her with Jean Adam’s ‘There’s nae 
luck about the house, in a way not incomprehen- 
sible on the part of an Englishwoman.” 

Happily we can confront this suggestion, 
made in 1871, with the explicit assertions con- 
tained in Mr. Sim’s letter to Mr. Cromek in 
1810, The indisputable fact that Mrs. Mickle, 
though suffering from paralysis, repeated, even 
with “a very little assistance,” the ballad to 
Mr. Sim twenty-two years after her husband's 
death, does not betoken that mental inactivity and 
want of discernment which the above extract 
would imply. Had any such an insinuation ever 
reached her son, he would have been able, from 
his own recollections, to have vindicated her 
ability to discern a Scotch from an English ballad. 
She repeated, and knew that she was repeating, a 
Scotch song, and that it was her husband’s. If her 
husband had not been the author of it, would it not 
be very singular that she, “an Englishwoman,” 
should have been so much taken with a Scotch 
sopg as to remember it so long after her husband’s 
death ? Why anything should be suggested against 
Mrs. Mickle’s intelligence that would not justly 
apply to the Englishwoman of that day, and of her 
position in life, I fail to discern, She was left a 
widow, with her son four years of age, and was in 
far from affluent circumstances. Under the train- 
ing she exercised, and the education she gave him, 
he became a gentleman of literary tastes and 
critical acumen, was an Oriental scholar, and took 
a part in Oriental literature, as well as in the 
periodical literature of his day. He retired from 
his position in the Honourable Eist India Com- 
pany’s service in 1832, and, with his family, settled 
inCanada. It is not for me to state in what esteem 
he was held by ail parties, both political and reli- 
gious, while he lived, or what tribute of praise the 
press of his adopted country paid to his memory 
when he died. In so far as character depends upon 
early training, did she mould his, for his early 
training devolved upon her. He was fully capable 
of judging, was conversant with the discussion 
about the authorship after Mr. Sim claimed 
the song for his father, and always asserted that it 
was his, 

From reading, in 1751, a translation in French 
of the ‘Lusiad’ of Camoens, W. J. Mickle, thus early 
in life, formed the resolution to translate that 
maritime, historical poem. Is it not probable that 
from that time every opportunity would be sought, 
and many a ramble to Leith taken, in order to 
observe seaport, sailor, and sea-folk life? When 
leaving Edinburgh for London he took shipping ; 
when there, he sought a maritime appointment ; 
when he felt prepared to translate the ‘ Lusiad,’ and, 
as his first effort in that direction, published a 
specimen, he chose no land scene, but part of the 





fifth book containing a description of the Appari- 
tion at the Cape of Storms. That his eldest 
brother was engaged at sea, or at the different 
naval stations, in the medical profession would 
also have a tendency to direct his thoughts sea- 
ward. What then more probable than that he 
should portray one of the scenes of sailor life, 
“The Master Mariner’s Return”? Without enter- 
ing upon any farther presumptive evidence, the 
facts I have previously stated should, I think, be 
sufficient to convince those who fairly weigh the 
question that the unwavering belief of the de- 
scendants of W. J. Mickle, that ‘There’s nae luck 
about the House’ was his composition, is correct,

THE Royal Irish Academy is about to pub- 
lish a series of autotype copies of Ogham 
inscriptions. The work will be edited by 
Dr. Samuel Ferguson. The first fasciculus 
will soon appear. The inscriptions, being 
generally on both sides of a solid angle, can- 
not be photographed direct from the stones. 
The copies about to be published by the 
Academy are photographed from plastic 
matrixes capable of being sufficiently flattened 
to present both faces of the sculptured arris 
in one plane. 


THE forthcoming number of the Journal of 
the Royal Asiatic Society, Vol. IX. Part I, 
will contain a new and interesting view of 
‘Bactrian Coins and Indian Dates,’ by a 
writer, Mr. E. Thomas, who is more familiar 
with this subject than any other scholar ; and 
a paper, by the Rev. A. H. Sayce, ‘On the 
Tenses of the Assyrian Verb.’ The notice of 
the Island of Bali, derived from the papers of 
the late M. R. Friedrich is continued, as well 
as the excellent reports on ‘ Inedited Arabic 
Coins,’ which have, from time to time, been 
given to the Journal, by Mr. Stanley Poole. 
Prof. Dowson contributes‘ A Further Note on 
a Bactrian Pali Inscription and the Samvat 
Era,’ in which he controverts, but unsuccess- 
fully, the views previously announced by Mr. 
E. Thomas. And Major Mockler and Mr. 
A. H. Schindler respectively give accounts of

Sons. The same firm announce ‘The Dis- 
courses of Epictetus, with the Encheiridion 
and Fragments,’ translated, with Notes, a 
Life of Epictetus, and a view of his Philosophy, 
by Mr. George Long. This book will be 
uniform with Mr. Long’s translation of ‘ M. 
Aurelius Antoninus.’ 


An Oxford Graduate writes : — 

“Every Oxford man will remember the gallery 
of the Bodleian Library which is over the Divinity 
School (I mean that portion of the Library which 
runs at right angles to the principal gallery over 
the porch of that school), with its quaint cupboards 
for reading on each side formed by the projecting 
bookcases. The woodwork is extremely good of 
its kind, and has the rare merit of being the 
original fittings of the place. Now it will, I think, 
scarcely be believed that, under the plea of restora- 
tion, all these fittings are being removed, and are 
not to be replaced, it being, in the opinion of the 
curators, better to fit this gallery with ordinary 
bookshelves along the wall, with tables for reading 
instead of the oid closets. Whether the roof is 
to be rebuilt as it was formerly I cannot discover 
—probably not. Your readers being now in pos- 
session of the facts, which I have had on good and 
undoubted authority, I ask them whether the 
words wanton mischief are a bit too strony, and 





also whether they do not agree with me in thinking 
that one of the chief features of one of the most 
old-world interiors in Oxford is being wiped away ? 
Cannot something be done, if not to save this part 
of the Bodleian, at all events to preserve the 
first gallery from similar treatment? You have 
often raised your voice against the havoc which is 
carried on under the name of restoration, a word 
which is beginning to stink in the nostrils of all 
lovers of the historical element in buildings ; can- 
not you help those many members of this Univer- 
sity who are justly outraged by what is being 
done ?” 

Str Travers Twiss will contribute an 
article on the Criminal Jurisdiction of the 
Admiralty, in relation to the case of the Fran- 
conia, in the February number of the Law 
Magazine and Review.

GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES, 


Nationat committees for the exploration and 
civilization of Africa have now been established in 
Belgium, England, Germany, Austria, and Italy, 
the heir to the throne in each of these countries 
being expected to accept the presidency. The'col- 
lections made in Belgium up tothe present time only 
amount to 7,5001., a very small sum if we bear in 
mind the wealth of that country. The Portu- 
guese, who, by a strange oversight, were not invited 
to the Brussels Conference, are going to organize 
an expedition of their own; 20,000/. have been 
granted by Government for that purpose. The 
English committee will form a body distinct from, 
yet acting in concert with, the authorities in 
Savile Row. An elaborate scheme has been pre- 
pared by it, with the concurrence of the President 
of the Royal Geographical Society, and will shortly 
be made public. The indefatigable Assistant- 
Secretary of the Geographical Society, Mr. H. W. 
Bates, will probably be the Secretary of the 
Committee. 

Col. Gordon, who has been in England for the 
last few weeks, will return to Egypt shortly. He 
bas placed in the hands of the Geographical 
Society a number of excellent maps, delineating 
the surveys made by his orders. Thanks to Col. 
Gordon, we now clearly know, for the first time, 
the connexion of the Nile with the equatorial 
lakes. . 

Dr. Schweinfurih is busily engaged at Cairo 
elaborating his vast botanical collections. 

Mrs, Petherick, wife of Mr. John Petherick, 
the African explorer, and for some time Her 
Majesty’s Consu! for the Soudan, died on the 12th 
inst., at St. Goran, Cornwall. Mrs. Petherick, it 
will be remembered, accompanied her husband in 
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his later travels, and displayed much intrepidity 
and energy in the wilds of Central Africa. For 
the past twelve months Mr. and Mrs. Petherick 
have resided in almost complete retirement at the 
remote Village where the latter breathed her last. 

Messrs. Bell are shortly about to publish a 
yolume on Beluchistén, which, in view of the 
closer relations between the British Government 
and the court of Khelat, which have lately been 
inaugurated by the present Viceroy, ought, if well 
executed, to be acceptable. It will give an account, 
compiled from the works of travellers or from 
Government documents, of the history, ethnology, 
and topography of the State, as well as of its 
present political and social position. The author 
is Mr. A. W. Hughes, of the Bombay Uncovenanted 
Civil Service. 





MR, ALFRED SMEE.

Smee to have been 1817. Now his family record 
his age at his decease to have been fifty-eight ; and, 
as he died on the 11th inst., the year of his birth 
could not have been earlier than 1818.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES, 


WE were in error last week in attributing to 
the Russians the foundation of the observatory 
at Vilna, recently destroyed by fire, although the 
increase in its instrumental means in 1840 was 
due to that Government. But the Poles had rot 
been unmindful of the progress of astronomy ; and 
there were probably few more zealous observers in 
Europe at the end of the last century than Martin 
Odlanicky Poczobut, who had been Professor of 
Astronomy at the University of Vilna from the 
year 1764, and carried on observations at the 
observatory then connected with it until upwards 
of eighty years of age, when he was succeeded by 
Sniadecky, and died soon afterwards, in 1810. In 
consequence of the Polish insurrection in 1830, 
the University of Vilna was suppressed by the 
Russian Government, and its library transferred to 
St. Petersburg in 1832. The observatory was, 
however, kept up under the directorship of Slav- 
insky (whose reputation had already acquired for 
him the Associateship of our own Royal Astronom- 
ical Society), and, as we stated, a large and excel- 
lent equaterial was, a few years afterwards, added 
to its instrumental equipment. It is to be hoped 
that the loss to science caused by its recent de- 
struction will be shortly repaired. 

Small planet discovery has recommenced, after 
three months’ intermission; No. 170 was dis- 
covered by M. Perrotin, at Toulouse, on the night 
of January 10th, 

We have received the Memoirs of the Italian 
Spectroscopical Society, for last December. The 
principal item is a list of coloured stars, with re- 
marks on some of their spectra, by Father Secchi ; 
the list itself being founded on the catalogue of 
ted stars by Dr. Schjellerup, of Copenhagen, and 
that adapted from it by Mr. Chambers in his 
‘Descriptive Astronomy.’

Asiatic.—Jan. 15.—Sir E. Colebrooke, Bart., 
M.P., President, in the chair.—Sir W. Muir was 
elected a Member.—A paper was read, contributed 
by Mr. H. H. Howorth, ‘Oa the Northern Fron- 
tagers of China, the Kin or Golden Tatars,’ in which 
the writer gave a very full and interesting account 
of the gradual rise and progress of this tribe, the 
Yuchis, and of the circumstances which led to 
their successful conquest and occupation of the 
northern part of China (during the eleventh cen- 
tury A.D.), which was then under the feeble rule 
of the Khitan or Liau dynasty. Sketches of the 
lives of many of the Yuchi chiefs were given, with 
a more enlarged biography of Aguta, who raised 
his people from being a petty kingdom in Man- 
churia to an important position among the northern 
Asiatic powers. Aguta died a.p. 1123, at the age 
of fifty-five years, leaving, as the result of his 
prowess, an empire, the capital of which was, 
shortly afterwards, the present Pekin. 











Socrety or AntiquaRiEes.—Jan. 18.—F. Oavry, 
E:q-, President, in the chair.—The Society of Past 
Overseers of the Parishes of St. Margaret and St. 
John the Evangelist, Westminster, exhibited the 
very curious parish tobacco-box, which was given 
to the Society by one of its members in the year 
1713. The box was at that time a common oval 
tobacco-box, which the owner and donor had pur- 
chased, it is said, at Horn Fair, for the sum of 
fourpence. A full account of the vicissitudes, or, 
as we should rather say, the aggrandizements, 
through which it passed in the hands of successive 
overseers, who vied with each other in adding 
case over case, and silver plate upon silver plate, 
up to its present gorgeous state, will be found 
partly in Hone’s ‘ Year Book,’ p. 1570, and partly 
in the handsome descriptive quarto volume pub- 
lished by subscription in 1824, in illustration of 
the box and its succession. Among other cases of 
which this was the prolific parent was a case in 
Chancery, for an attempt on the part of one of the 
overseers to retain it in his custody gave rise 
to a lawsuit at the close of the last century, 
which lasted three years, and cost over 300I. 
The issue of that suit is duly and exultingly 
commemorated on the box. It must not be for- 
gotten that one of the silver plates inserted in the 
box itself was designed and engraved by Hogarth, 
—Mr. H.S. Milman exhibited, by permission of 
Col. Milman, two iron bolt-heads, found in the 
White Tower last December, on removing the 
wooden lining of a wall.—Mr. H. Wagner exhi- 
bited two rubbings from a marble tablet and a 
brass effigy respectively, in Hardmead Church, 
Bucks, in memory of Frances Catesby, ob. No- 
vember 13, a.p. 1636.—Mr. J. T. Micklethwaite 
communicated an account of some early roof paint- 
ings from the chancel of Kempley Church, Here- 





fordshire. Our Lord in Majesty, surrounded by 
cherubim and the evangelistic symbols, &c., 
formed the centre of the composition. On the 
sides were rows of apostles, holding books in 
their hands and unaccompanied by the symbols 
which were introduced at a later period.—The 
Rev. F. G. Lee exhibited a gold episcopal ring, 
found at Timsbury, Hants.—Dr. C.S. Perceval 
read a paper ‘On Seals of the Statutum Merca- 
torum,’ illustrated by sixteen specimens from the 
Way Collection of Seals in the possession of the 
Society. 





British ArRcHOLOGICAL AssociaTion.—Jan. 
17.—Mr. T. Morgan in the chair.—Mr. Roach 
Smith reported that a large portion of the walls of 
Britford Church, Wilts, were those of a Roman 
building—Mr. Way exhibited a series of relics 
from Pompeii.— Mr. W. Money sent a collec- 
tion of small wig-curling implements found at 
Newbury, near the head-quarters of Charles the 
First during the civil wars—Mr. L. Brock ex- 
hibited a large series of paving-tiles, of medizval 
date, from the site of the demolished church of 
St. Antholin, City; and Capt. Joseph two more 
from the same place, one bearing the date 1591, 
on a white ground.—Mr. W. de Grey Birch ex- 
hibited and described two interesting historical 
rolls on parchment, belonging to Mr. Halsey, 
M.P., of Great Gaddesden. One, which was fully 
twenty-five feet long, was written in the time of 
Edward the Third; but its records, which com- 
menced with Adam, and which were principally 
in similar terms to those of Geoffrey of Mon- 
mouth, Wace, and other old chroniclers, ended 
with a record of the children of Henry the Third. 
The second roll was written in English verse, and 
had portraits of the kings of England. It com- 
menced with William the First, and ended with 
Henry the Sixth, in whose reign most probably it 
was written.—Mr. 8. Tucker, Rouge Croix, de- 
scribed a similar roll in the Heralds’ College.— 
Some further evidence was rendered confirmatory 
of the Chinese relic found with Roman remains in 
London, and described at the last meeting.—Mr. 
Blashell exhibited a remarkable bronze ring of 
fifteenth-century work from the church of Dor- 
mington, Hereford.—Mr. C. Brent described a rare 
knife of Saxon date, found, with its leathern sheath, 
in the Thames.—Tne first paper was by Mr. W. F. 
Grover, ‘On the Suez Canal.’ The lecturer de- 
scribed the various efforts made in ancient times 
to form a communication from the Mediterranean 
on one side to the Red Sea on the other.—The 
concluding paper was by Mr. Syer Cuming, ‘On 
the Peculiar Stoneware manufactured at Sieburg, 
near Cologne, at the latter end of the fifteenth 
and during the whole of the sixteenth Century.’ 
This ware is not unfrequently found in London, 
and several specimens were exhibited. 





Nomismatic.—Jan, 18.—J. Evans, Esq., Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—The following gentlemen were 
elected Members: Messrs. G. D. Brown, F. G. Law- 
rence, J. Lord, and M. C. Sykes.—Mr. Evans exhi- 
bited an aureus of the Emperor Trajan, with, on the 
reverse, DIVVS PATER TRAIANVS, and a portrait of 
the father of the Emperor.—Mr. Pearson exhi- 
bited a third brass coin of Constantius IL.:; obv., 
his bust to the left in paludamentum ; rev., con- 
STANTIVS CAESAR SMNE.—Mr. B. V. Head read a 
paper, by M. J. P. Six, of Amsterdam, ‘On the 
Series of Silver Staters having on the obv. the 
Great King as a kneeling Archer, and on the rev, 
a Persian Satrap on Horseback, galloping to the 
Right.’ These M. Six attributed to the district of 
Caria. The writer was further of opinion that the 
majority of them were issued in the reigns of the 
dynasts Pixodarus and Othontopates.—A discus- 
sion followed, in the course of which Mr. Gardner 
said that the attribution of these coins to the 
satraps of Caria was, at first sight, strikingly at 
variance with the recognized canons of the science 
of numismatics, and that, if it were adopted, 
numismatists would be, in fact, admitting that two 
distinct currencies, the one purely Greek and the 
other Persian, were issued simultaneously by the 
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Carian dynasts.—Mr. Head was of opinion that 
the fact of the coins in question having been 
found, mingled with Carian coins, in the island of 
Calymna, coupled with the Rhodian standard 
of weight, according to which they were adjusted, 
induced him to lean towards M. Six’s hypothesis, 
although not accepting it in all its details—Mr. 
Cochran-Patrick communicated the first part of a 
paper ‘On the Medallic History of Scotland.’ 





ZootocicaL.—Jan. 16.—Prof. Newton, V.P., 
in the chair.—Capt. H. W. Feilden, naturalist to 
the late Arctic Expedition, read a paper ‘On the 
Birds of the Northern Polar Basin,’ in which he 
described the ornithological results arrived at. 
— Canon Tristram exhibited and made remarks 
on a specimen of a rare terrestrial dormouse 
(Eliomys melanurus), obtained by him in Southern 
Palestine.—Mr. P, L. Sclater exhibited and called 
attention to a collection of Mammals, Birds, Rep- 
tiles, Fishes, and Insects, which had been made 
by the Rev. G. Brown in Duke of York Island, 
and the neighbouring islands of New Britain and 
New Ireland.—Prof. A. H. Garrod read a note on 
a variety of the Domestic Swine in the Society’s 
collection, and pointed out that the presence of 
rudiments of a supplementary digit between the 
third and fourth digit might be the cause of the 
consolidation of the hoof observable in this variety. 
—Communications were read: from Mr. H. Durn- 
ford, ‘On the Habits of some small Mammals 
obtained in the Neighbourhood of Buenos Ayres,’ 
—from Mr. G. Kreffc, ‘On a young living Casso- 
wary (Casuarius Australis), from North Australia,’ 
and destined for the Society’s Collection,—and from 
Mr. G. F. Angas, ‘On a new Species of Helix, 
from South Australia,’ which he proposed to call 
Helix (Rhagada) kooringensis,—from Mr. Angas, 
*On two Genera and twenty Species of Marine 
Shells, from different localities on the coast of New 
South Wales.’ 


Cuemicat.—Jan. 18.—Prof. Odling, V.P., in 
the chair.—The Secretary read a paper by Dr. 
Jager, ‘On some Derivatives of Dithymyltrichlor- 
ethane,’ a substance produced on adding a mixture 
of sulphuric and acetic acids to a mixture of thymol 
and chloral. By heating this compound with zinc 
dust it yields dithymylethane and dithymylethene. 
—Mr. Kingzett read a preliminary notice by Dr. 
Hake and himself,‘On some New Reactions in 
Organic Chemistry, and their Ultimate Bearings,’ 
showing that the colour reaction known as the 
“ Pettenkofer reaction,” produced by the action of 
sulphuric acid on sugar and cholic acid, extended 
to many other substances, some of which did not 
require the admixture of sugar to produce the 
colour.—This was followed by a paper ‘On Dini- 
troso-orcin and Dinitro-orcin,’ by Dr. J. Stenhouse 
and Mr. C. E. Groves, in which the methods of 
preparation and properties of these compounds 
were fully described, and one by Mr. T. Carnelley, 
*On High Melting Points, with Special Reference 
to those of Metallic Salts, Part IIL.’ 








MeErTEorRoLoGicaL.—Jan,. 17.— Annual General 
Meeting.—Mr. H. 8. Eaton, M.A., President, in 
the chair.—The Council in their Report expressed 
their satisfaction at the progress that had been 
made by the Society during the year. The first 
point on which they thought there was reason for 
congratulation was the publication in their Journal 
of the daily observations taken at Hawes and 
Strathfield Turgiss, and of the monthly abstracts 
of the observations at thirteen other stations, They 
also referred, with much satisfaction, to the en- 
largement of the Quarterly Journal, as well as to 
the printing of the Catalogue of the Library and 
of the List of Fellows, which have both been issued 
during the year. They drew special attention to 


the Report of Mr. Symons on the new stations 
which have been inspected and brought into 
relation with the Society. The financial position, 
notwithstanding the large outlays during the 
year, was good. The Report also contained the 
interesting discussion by the Rev. T. A. Preston,

PxiLoLocicaL.—Jan. 19.—H. Sweet, Esq., 
President, in the chair—Dr. Weymouth read 
a paper ‘On Here and There in Chaucer. The 
first point contended for was that ¢ has two sounds 
in Chaucer, and that here and there are representa- 
tives of two classes of words which, though spelt 
alike, refuse to rhyme. The number of rhymes in 
all Chaucer formed by words ending in -er or -ere 
(with other varieties of spelling) is 1,246, and 
examination of these proves that certain words, 
of which here is one, habitually rhyme with one 
another; and that certain others, there, where, 
&c., also habitually rhyme with one another ; but 
these latter only very exceptionally rhyme with 
the former class. To give a single instance: the 
adjective dere (dear) forms in all 251 rhymes in 
Chaucer, in only three of which does it rhyme 
with a word of the there class. In Robert of 
Gloucester, Lyndesay, and other early poets, a 
like distinction of the two classes of -ere words is 
clearly marked. The sound of there not being 
disputed, it remains to show how here was pro- 
nounced, and the three following propositions were 
maintained :—1. There is direct evidence that the 
vowel in here was sounded as ec in modern Eng- 
lish. This is proved by the traditional English 
pronunciation of the words ; by the authority of 
Sir Thomas Smith, the orthoepist, who, writing in 
1568, distinctly opposes the e Anglicum to the 
e Italicum; by the orthography and traditional 
pronunciation of here and the noun deer (which 
everywhere rhymes with the here class) in all the 
Teutonic dialects; and by other arguments. 2. 
There is evidence to show that the symbol to which 
Mr. A. J. Ellis (whose views Dr. Weymouth 
opposes) attaches this sound of ce in fourteenth- 
century English, namely 7, was not sounded ez, 
but nearly or quite as we still sound it in my wife. 
This was argued partly from the traditional pro- 
nunciation of words of this class, but mainly from 
the statements of the grammarians of the sixteenth 
century, and the entire absence of evidence that 
any change had taken place between the fourteenth 
century and the sixteenth. 3. That the ¢ in here 
was not simply the ¢ ferméd, that sound being 
represented by at, ay, et, ey. This was argued 
from Eoglish and French tradition in veine, plaine, 
&c. ; from Icelandic tradition in sweyn, aud one 
or two other words ; from the frequent interchange 
of ¢ with at in Early French orthography ; from 
Early French rhymes ; and from the statements of 
the grammarians. It was also urged that some of 
the difficulties which their statements present may 
be removed by remembering the differences of the 
dialects which Gil and Smith represented as 
opposed to Chaucer, who was a Londoner.

Science Gossip. 


WE regret to hear, on good authority, that the 
Library at the Patent Office is likely to undergo 
a process of “ weeding,” to make room for the 
printed copies of Patent Specifications. At pre 
sent this is certainly the best free scientific library 
we have in London, but it is said to be in con- 
templation to turn it into a mere collection of 
books relating to patents and patent law. Itis 
to be hoped that the heads of the office will not 
be led by a mistaken zeal for economy to take 
such an unfortunate step. 

Mr: C. P. Oaitviz, who has been studying the 
art of aquarium management, under the direction 
of Mr. Saville Kent, F.L.S., the Curator of the 
Westminster Aquarium, has been appointed 
Curator and Resident Naturalist to the aquarium 
recently completed at Great Yarmouth. 

Tux schemes for perpetuating the ‘ Loan Col- 
lection of Scientific Apparatus” have collapsed. 
The Societies and individuals who were implored 
to leave for a short time longer the objects they 
had lent, have most of them declined to do so. 


Ir is proposed to establish a Surrey Association 
for the Advancement of Science, Art, and Litera 
ture. The programme of this Association will 
eventually include lectures on science and art, 
with a gradual purchase of philosophical appa 
ratus ; concerts; one or more conversaziones in 
the season ; classes for science and languages, & 
reading-room, and a reference library. The 
meeting-place of the Association will be at the 
Surrey Masonic Hall, Camberwell New Road. 

WE hear with considerable regret of the death 
of Mr. Alexander Bain, who is well known 3 
the inventor of the electro - chemical telegraph, 
which has been extensively used in America, and, 
after years of neglect, is now being revived in this 
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country. Mr. Alexander Bain, who was & native 
of Thurso, died a few days since in the Home for 
Incurables near Kirkintilloch, of which, being 
sflicted with paralysis, he has been an inmate for 
several years. Mr. Bain’s electro-magnetic clock, 
at one time, excited considerable attention, and 
he was also the inventor of perforated paper for 
gutomatic telegraphy. Mr. Alexander Bain, to 
ghom the world is under considerable obligations, 
obtained a few years since from our Government a 
pension of 801. a year, and died in a house of 
charity. 

“ Wuar are the meteorological and magnetical 

iodic changes, which may be considered to be 
in a well established relation with the period of 
solar spots ?” is the question proposed by the Dutch 
Society of Sciences, at Haarlem. For the most 
complete reply a gold medal is offered. All pspers 
should be sent before the lst of January, 1878, to 
Prof. von Baumhauer, Haarlem. 

Pror. Motssenet, whose writings on English 
mining are so well known, has resumed his chair 
at the Ecole des Mines, which he had vacated. 
On Wednesday, the 17th inst., he gave his first 
lecture, his return being welcomed with great 
enthusiasm by the students. 

In 1835, Dr. C. A. Bressa bequeathed the bulk 
of his property to the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
of Turin, to found a prize to be given “to that 
person, of whatever nation or country he be, who 
shall have, during the previous four years, made 
the most important discovery or published the 
most valuable work on natural and _ experi- 
mental philosophy, natural history, mathematics, 
chemistry, physiology and pathology, as well as 
geology, history, geography, and statistics.” The 
value of the prize is 12,000 Italian lire—480l. 
sterling; and this sum the Academy now an- 
nounce they will award, in 1879, to the competitor 
who shall best satisfy the foregoing conditions. 
A similar competition will recur every fourth 
year, the intervening biennial periods being re- 
served for Italians only. The first award under 
this head will take place in 1881 ; but notice is 
given that “the prize in no case will be given to 
any of the national members of the Academy of 
Turin, resident and non-resident.”

A Manual of Marks en Pottery and Porcelain: 
«Dictionary of Easy Keference. By W. H. Hooper 
and W. C. Phillips. (Macmillan & Co.)—This little 
book, delightful from its compactness and simple 
arrangement, will go a great way towards supplying 
the “collector” with the very thing that worthy 
must have longed for, to wit, a dictionary of 
“marks,” classified in alphabetical order ; thus all 
the Anchors, Animals, Arrows, Axes, Beacons, Bells, 
Birds, &c., are grouped, the alphabet going down to 
the Windmill of Clignancourt. The dictionary com- 
prises the marks, names, kinds of fabric on which 
the marks occur, such as “‘majolica,” hard and soft 
paste, and the like ; the mode of marking, ¢.g. by 
indenting, the pencil, and otherwise, and the date. 
A vast amount of information is thus conveyed in 
the most convenient manner. The marks on majolica 
are classified in a similar way, and geographically ; 
the factories are then alphabetically arranged. 

lly, there is a considerable collection of Oriental 
marks, Chinese and Japanese. Many of the last- 
tamed examples are new. The book is far from 
Perfect—no such work is likely to approach per- 








fection— but it is one of the most complete, and, 
— all comparison, the handiest volume of the 
ind. 

Studiesin English Art. By F. Wedmore. (Bent- 
ley & Son.)—Mr. F. Wedmore has gathered from 
various periodicals a number of sketches of the 
English painters, and has added a few not before 
printed. The author shows an intelligent compre- 
hension of his subject, aslight tendency to exaltation 
in dealing with it, a somewhat affected style, and a 
decided taste for the sentiment rather than the more 

uliarly technical qualities of the works of which 
e speaks. There are no traces of deep learning, 
nor any proofs of wide knowledge of design, of 
technical accomplishment none at all, but a genial 
appreciation for what pleases the cultivated public 
in general, and Mr. Wedmore in particular. The 
author has evidently done his best, and, as times 
go in journalism—one cannot venture to say 
art-criticism—he has done well. To refer to De 
Hooghe and Maas, as parallels with F. Walker, 
is an instance of that lack of comprehensiveness of 
view and learning to which we have alluded. Mr. 
Wedmore would have found a happier parallel to 
Walker if he had been familiar with the drawings 
and finer cabinet pictures of Van Ostade. 








THE ROYAL ACADEMY WINTER EXHIBITION, 


OLD MASTERS AND DECEASED BRITISH PAINTERS, 
(Fourta and Concluding Notice.) 

THERE are two works by Velasquez in Gal- 
lery I1I., both from Lansdowne House, and both 
formerly in the collection of the Prince of Peace, 
bought by Lord Lansdowne in 1814. They are 
Portrait of the Count Duke dOlivarez (96) and 
Portrait of the Painter (101). The former is the 
genuine original of countless repetitions. It is ex- 
cessively dark, somewhat crude in the shadows, 
and rather heavy in the half tones, and the 
effect of this is deepened by the extremely dirty 
condition of the surface. It would be hard to 
find more vigorous and expressive examples of 
character reading, or more robust illustrations of 
Spanish portraiture, than these. The expression 
of Velasquez is intensely serious and observant. 
His portrait forms a superbly broad and powerful 
picture, with colour of the finest. 

One of the Titians here is marked by many of 
the finer qualities of the master ; we mean the Por- 
trait of a Gentleman (111), where fulness of sombre 
colouring assorts with powerful tone and profound 
rendering of character ; the keeping of the half- 
tones and half-tints could hardly be finer. The 
other “Titian” is styled Portraits of Titian and 
A, Franceschini (107), thehalf-length pictures from 
Windsor, of which more than one version exists, 
some of them simple libels on the skill of the 
master. Signor Cavalcaselle is undoubtedly right in 
refusing to recognize this picture as a Titian ; ‘it is 
plainly by a later artist, probably after a work of 
Titian’s. There is an inferior version of the same 
portraits at Cobham, where the painter’s com- 
panion is named F, del Mosaico, 7.¢., Zuccato.—To 
be classed with the Titians above named is Paris 
Bordone’s capital Portrait of an Italian Gentleman 
(113), a first-rate picture, remarkable for its fine 
olive-grey tints, the beautiful painting of the flesh, 
solid, luminous, and rich as it is, and the fine 
management of the dress in respect to chiaroscuro 
and local colour. Of Mr. Heugh’s picture, The 
Baptism of Christ (112), ascribed to this artist, 
the charming element is the angel, who wears a 
red robe, of Bordone’s peculiar tint. The dispro- 
portions of the figures are painfully obvious, and, 
contrary to the wont of unchallengeable pictures 
by Titian’s pupil, the contours are vulgar and 
coarse, beyond that mere naturalism which 
we find often enough in Bordone’s works. It 
is an awkwardly composed picture, evidently a 
reminiscence of the Bordone in the Capitol, of the 
same subject, with disagreeable carnations and 
laborious rather than skilful modelling ; a hard, 
unlustrous surface marks the flesh of Christ. 

Four pictures here are awarded to Giorgione, 
including the Marquis of Lansdowne’s famous 
Landscape and Figures (114), which Signor 









Cavalcaselle would assign to Grassi, an artist 
almost unknown in England. Renewed exami- 
nation of this work, while it strengthens our 
admiration for the beauty and fineness of the 
sentiment expressed, induces us to accept the 
dictum that it is not the production of Giorgione, 
whose vein of feeling, as shown in the picture 
of a similar subject in the Louvre, it however 
undoubtedly displays. It lacks the Giorgionesque 
richness of tone and light and shade, it is far from 
equalling the draughtsmanship of Barbarelli, the 
figures are ill composed and badly formed, the 
effect is dry, and the lighting hard and flat, other- 
‘wise it has much of the sumptuous pathos of 
Venetian poetic pastoral design. Two ladies sit 
with a gentleman in a meadow near a stream; he 
plays a lute which lies on his lap, they sing and 
listen to his music, the landscupe glows with 
bright sunlight, and the stream is calm ; on the 
further bank is a mill, the miller brings forth 
sacks to load a boat, and the wheel is still. Mr. 
Gibson Craig’s fine Landscape (147) is distin- 
guished by its breadth and masterly execution, 
as well as by brilliancy and sentiment, yet one 
does not feel satisfied that Giorgione painted it. 
St. George and the Dragon (189), ascribed to this 
master, is no credit to his art or memory. The 
Marquis of Lansdowne’s Portrait of a Sculptor 
(191), said to represent Sansovino, is well known, 
and has been often admired for its firm and 
learned finish, glowing depth of tone and colour. 
It resembles a tine Savoldo in some respects, but 
is much clearer in the carnations, purer in the 
lights and half-tints. 

The picture ascribed to Dom. Ghirlandaio, and 
styled Virgin and Child (140), is more curious 
than charming, but, as usual with productions of 
the school which it represents here, it is instinct 
with pathos, It is moreover full of instruction as 
to the technical processes of the painter and their 
results. His defective eye for proportion is ob- 
vious, the heads are, as usual, much too big. 
Not less obvious is the excellent drawing of 
the child’s face, the draperies, which have been 
treated in a searching manner, and, above all, the 
hands of the Virgin. The protile of St. John, 
kneeling on our left, is hardly less worthy of praise 
for its draughtsmanship. The peculiar carnations 
of the school are visible, and due to practice in 
tempera, The execution includes hatchiog with 
semi-transparent pigment over brown shadows, 
greenish half-tints, and yellowish lights. The 
painter’s visible tendency to portraiture (in this 
the picture recalls Filippino) is, apart from the 
expressions, simply antipathetic, in regard to 
beauty, physical and regular, or intellectual and 
refined. A capital picture, by Ghirlandaio, re- 
sembling this in some respects, of the same sub- 
ject, was in the collection of Sir C. Exstlake. 

No picture here presents more materials for 
study than Lord Methuen’s Christ before Pontius 
Pilate (141), in tempera on canvas, ascribed to 
Lucas van Leyden, and, by whomsoever painted, 
full of merit of a very high character. It has 
suffered so much from damp, that parts of the 
canvas are completely bare; other parts seem 
never to have been covered, the outlines of the 
figures, &c., remaining in brown. There is still 
a vast deal of beauty in the architectural parts, 
pillars, pilasters, and arabesques, domes, alcoves, 
and lofty archways. There is likewise much 
brilliancy of local colour. The design has a rare 
dramatic value, and the vivacity of conception is 
intense. The work is remarkable for its admirable 
perspective, see the mode of placing the feet on 
the fluor. The composition of great and small 
groups, and the intense realization shown in the 
vivid expressions and passionate action, are well 
worthy of attention. é 

Mr. Boyce’s Pollaiuolo, the Virgin and Child 
(142), comes next under notice. It is a most inter- 
esting picture ; the face of the Virgin especially is 
strongly marked by the qualities we find in the 
master’s productions. It has been much in- 
jured, but more than enough remains to supply 
a most valuable and charming example.— 
Methuen’s Virgin and Child and Saints (143) was, 
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when technical and historical art-criticism had 
hardly begun to exist, attributed to Mabuse ; but 
we can hardly doubt that it owes what merits it 
has to no better man than B, Van Orley, perhaps 
to somebody not so able as he was. The trick of 
painting the fly on the Virgin’s knee is worthy 
of the art of Van Orley. The common Flemish 
faces, the pseudo-Italian motives and ornaments, 
the expressions, treatment of the hair, and the 
smooth, hard, clay-like carnations, the dull and 
vulgar touch, cannot for a moment be attributed to 
Mabuse, whose two styles are well enough repre- 
sented by pictures to which we refer the observer, 
the ‘ Portrait of a Man’ in the Wynn Ellis gift, 
National Gallery, and the ‘Holy Family’ from 
Windsor, which is now here, and was exhibited at 
Manchester as by Diirer, and is, even now, un- 
suspiciously attributed to him. It is here 
numbered 173. On the other hand, No, 143 is 
hardly good enough for Bernard Van Orley. It 
would not be difficult to persuade oneself that it 
is not an ancient picture at all. 

The Rev. J. Fuller Russell’s Christ taking Leave 
of His Mother before the Passion (144), by A. 
Altdorfer, is not an agreeable picture. Dr. Waagen 
actually accepted it as the work of Albert Diirer! 
This critic, however, could not induce himself to 
believe that the Crucifixion (163) could be by the 
Augsburg artist, whereas it is here given to 
“Michael Wohlgemuth or Albert Diirer.” It is 
certainly not by Diirer, and it is very decidedly 
like the ugly, grim, and vulgar conceptions of 
Wohlgemuth, and is by no means deficient in the 
tremendous power, caricatured in expression as it 
was, of Albert’s master. It may be said to show the 
influence of the practice of colouring wood reliefs, 
so commonly seen in his works ; this is observable 
in the excessively contorted figures, the outrageous 
expressions, the hard, opaque textures, and the 
extreme definitions; all these features are cha- 
racteristic of Michael and the Franconian school, 
after it learned from the scholars of Van Eyck 
so much as was fit for it. The work should be 
con:pared with the pictures bearing the same name 
at Liverpool. The Altdorfer, to which we may 
return, is marked by glaring, but by no means 
poor, colour, which proves Italian influences. 
The figures are ungainly, uncouth, thin, and 
gawky, the disproportions are hideous, the inven- 
tion flabby, and the motives tame and common. 
Curious little figures of the donor, donatrix, and 
their family occur in the foreground. If not the 
only picture by this interesting master in England, 
this is the most important of them ; the landscape 
is well worth studying, as the production of a Ger- 
man born before 1488, The design is far below 
that of Altdorfer’s engravings, and the designs 
of other pictures which display his fine genius. 

No lover of old Italian art should omit to ex- 
amine the Rev. J. Fuller Russell’s Taddeidi Bartolo, 
A Diptych (152), or overlook the famous Diptych 
by Memlinc (157). The latter is, so far as style 
is concerned, the counterpart to the Chiswick trip- 
tych, which, lent by the Duke of Devonshire, was 
here last season. It is, as Mr. Weale tells us, the 
earliest work of Memlinc’s which can be dated ; it 
was executed about 1460, The bright colouring, 
strong local tints, admirably harmonized, the 
chiaroscuro exemplified in light rather than in 
shade, the exquisite finish, profound success in 
portraiture, which is shown in the face of Joan of 


France, who kneels in one of the tablets, and 
the vraisemblance of the landscape background, the 
heraldry of splendid hues, the use of gilding, 


the beautiful and most searchingly studied 
draperies, the marvellous precision of tone, and 
a state of preservation so perfect that no damage 
except slight darkening of the oil has occurred, 
are all points. As to the drapery, see the 
blue robe of the Virgin; this figure is enclosed by 
avesica-shaped aureole, and, seated on a golden fald- 
stool, has the crescent moon at foot. Searching 
power of draughtsmanship is shown in the naked 
thieves in the ‘ Crucifixion,’ and the heads of the 
soldiers near the crosses, the hands of the Duchess 
in the other leaf, and the beautiful drawing of the 
figure of Christ. 





One of the loveliest of the smaller works of Fra 
Angelico belongs to Lord Methuen, and hangs 
here with the number 154, the title being The Death 
and Assumption of the Virgin. It is exquisitely 
pretty, and marvellously pure in sentiment. A still 
prettier picture, bearing the same name, belongs 
to Mr. R. R. Holmes, and is styled the Virgin 
and Child (155): it has many charms, and, owing, 
we understand, to fortunate circumstances attend- 
ing its preservation, it is curiously fresh. Mr. 
Graham’s Martyrdom of SS. Cosmo and Damian 
(159) is another Fra Angelico ; part of the predella 
of a large picture, it displays much of the master’s 
extraordinary dramatic power, and, to say nothing 
of more valuable technical qualities, affords striking 
illustrations of the incidents of an auto da fé in 
Angelico’s time, an event he might have witnessed 
frequently, so that in this design there are points 
marked by marvellous intensity and terrible pathos. 
—The Virgin and Child (162), by Q. Matsys, is pro- 
bably by the younger Matsys, and it is certainly 
surpassed by more than one work of that respect- 
able painter. Though the face in The Portrait of 
a Lady (166), by A. More, is beautifully modelled, 
the figure is hardly up to the mark of this fine 
painter. The carnations are less hot than he 
usually made them, and the work is the more 
precious on this account. The whole is delicious 
in its soft, broad, and luminous greyness, its spon- 
taneity of expression, and pathetic suggestions. 

In looking at the Queen’s Mabuse, Holy Family 
(173), which used to be boldly attributed to Albert 
Diirer, and is now with hesitation ascribed to him, 
we must recollect the odd errors which have been 
made about the pictures of Mabuse, Van Orley, 
and other unfortunates. The great Mabuse at 
Castle Howard, although it bears the signature of 
that artist, was once awarded to Diirer! Passa- 
vant ascribed Lord Spencer’s triptych, by Bartho- 
lomeus de Bruyn, which was lately at South 
Kensington, to Mabuse. Two Flemish (!) heads, 
at Manchester (408), were appropriated to Man- 
tegna. At Lowther Castle, and at Kedleston, are 
two Van Orleys, and, it must be admitted, first- 
rate ones, which are awarded to Leonardo da 
Vinci. Mabuse has been appointed father to 
works by Hugo Vander Goes ; with a faint shadow 
of excuse, a Van Orley in Lord Pembroke’s col- 
lection long bore the name of Raphael; Mr. 
Napier had another Van Orley which was foisted 
on Mabuse. There is a splendid More in the 
Althorp Gallery, which was bought for a Holbein, 
and still bears his name. The oddest fact about 
this matter is that, although these corrections are 
made on unquestionable grounds, owners retain 
the erroneous names, 

Near the Queen’s Mabuse hangs the Society of 
Antiquaries’ Lucas De Heere’s Portrait of Queen 
Mary (171), and this work enables us to point out 
that Mr. Molyneux’s Portrait of Edward the Sixth 
(184), called, as usual, a Holbein, is by the same 
hand as this picture of the king’s sister. Holbein 
was dead four years before the date which is borne 
by this work, and which is proved to be correct by 
the likeness. It seems to have been badly treated. 
The face of the Antiquaries’ De Heere has been 
long ago badly rubbed; and yet there seems 
no reason why the execution here shown should 
be supposed to resemble the art of Holbein, yet 
many pictures by De Heere, besides Mr. Moly- 
neux’s, bear the Augsburger’s name, while Pencz’s 
works, those of Stretes, Joost Van Cleve, Van 
Orley, Mabuse, Penni, the Hornebauds, and those 
of the other Holbeins, are all credited to Hans the 
Younger. The inscription on the border of the 
Virgin’s mantle in the Queen’s Mabuse is charac- 
teristic of that painter, the style of the picture 
leaves no doubt of his authorship, and makes the 
ascription to Diirer an absurdity. It is question- 
able if the Portrait of Anne Roper (146), which, 
oddly enough, was formerly ascribed to Mabuse, 
is really a Holbein. It is something like 
Anne Roper in the large family picture of the 
Mores; in some points we fancy this portrait 
resembles the art of Joost Van Cleve. The 
Antiquaries’ portrait of Queen Mary is curious for 
the exquisite painting of the jewellery and the 





a 
absolutely wonderful characterization of the feq. 
tures, the little narrow eyes, the closed mouth, the 
puzzled but harsh-looking knitting of the brows, 
The purplish blue shadows of the flesh, the thin 
rosy half tints, defect of half tones, which cause, 
the modelling to be hard and the lighting somewhat 
crude, the loaded lights, are peculiarities worth 
studying. It is clear that this is the work of ap 
able artist, one rather given to tricks of the b 
and far from possessing the searching power of that 
incomparable draughtsman Holbein, and not equal 
to him in devotion to his subject. The costume jp. 
cludes some curious examples of goldsmith’s work, 
and jewellery en swite. The picture is dated 1554 
and bears the well-known monogram of Lucas De 
Heere. As Mr. Scharf, in his papers on this pio 
ture, published in the Fine Arts Quarterly Review 
and the Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries, 
has informed us, the cross on the neck appears, 
likewise, in a miniature of Mary, which formerly 
belonged to Charles the First, is now the property 
of the Duke of Buccleuch, and is described in the 
Ashmolean Catalogue of the king’s pictures, 

The Virgin and Child (174) belongs to Lord 
Methuen, and is ascribed to P. della Fran. 
cesca ; it is a beautiful picture, but not, we think, 
like Piero’s work; it rather recalls that of 
Lorenzo de Bicci. See the peculiar mode of 
drawing the face, the median line being so placed, 
below the nose, that it is out of keeping with the 
upper portion.—The Coronation of ‘the Virgin 
(175), ascribed to G. da Fabriano, has been 
thoroughly restored.—Mr. Wallis’s Portrait of « 
Man (192) is entirely characteristic of Moroni, 
rich in the deep grey tones and shadows of the 
painter, charming in its grave harmony of colour, 
pathetic in its gravity of expression. 

The Portrait of Nelly O’Brien (195) was painted 
by Reynolds in 1764, it is the sentimental version 
of that gay lady’s countenance, and was engraved 
by J. Dixon, without a title. Impressions of the 
plate are rare. She died in 1768. There is a 
masculine Portrait of a Gentleman (200), by Cor- 
aelius Jonson, not Jansen. In conclusion, let us 
call attention to Murillo’s intensely disagreeable 
Spanish Gipsies (206), a most powerful piece of 
execution ; the Negro Boy, d&c. (219), by Rey- 
nolds; Van Dyck’s Earl of Warwick (209); 
several of the Streatham Reynoldses which now 
again meet here, including Sir Joshua’s Portrait 
of Himself (210), Edmund Burke (207), and 
Charles Burney (116); likewise, not of this 
series, Garrick (124), Lady Llizabeth Foster 
(131), which seems to have faded more than ap 
peared to be the case when we saw it at the Inter- 
national Exhibition ; Goldsmith (?) (275), and the 
most interesting Countess Spencer and her Daughter 
Georgiana (293), an unfinished group, the only ver- 
sion of the latter’s portrait which is acceptable to 
the critic bored by absurd tales and blunders 
concerning her likenesses and herself. 

The Organ Player, by Dusart (204), is by a man 
whose work often passes for that of A. Van Ostade() 
A Dog (287), of the Spanish school, might almost 
be a Velasquez; it is first-rate.—Terburg’s Princess 
de Condé (277) is admirable.—Mr. Boyce’s Portrait 
of a Venetian Lady (288), ascribed to P. Veronese, 
is due, we think, to a scholar in the school of 
Tintoret, the bust, as now shown, is outrageous, 
but there are fine qualities in the face. No visitor 
ought to omit admiring the marvellous draughts 
manship displayed in Zoffany’s “Such is my 
Ability” (267), a portrait of the actor Thurston 
kneeling close to a specimen of his powers of 
writing with chalk on a flag pavement. 

One of the noblest things in this collection, in- 
deed one of the finest examples of its class, 8 
N. Poussin’s Landscape (259), with the great blind 
Orion walking to meet the rising sun, a man stand- 
ing on his shoulders; the gigantic huntress-god- 
dess compassionately views his progress from the 
clouds. It is, indeed, a noble work of art, w 
every respect impressive and poetical. Hardly 
inferior is Gaspar Poussin’s Classical Landscapt 
(262), a grand Arcadian scene, as if painted bys 
native of Arcady itself. 
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“THE MASTER T.” 


Ir must have been an agreeable surprise to 
many persons to have found that, after an interval 
of more than five years, the first six sheets of another 
volume of Nagler’s ‘ Monogrammisten’ had come 
to their hands, The satisfaction must have been 
increased on learning that “ the publication of the 

rts will ensue in quick succession, and the work, 
which was begun more than twenty years ago, will 
be completed in from two to three years.” As the 
reader has scanned the pages of the part just 
issued, he can scarcely have failed of being struck 
with the marked attention paid to monograms and 
marks occurring on pottery, porcelain, china, 
enamels, and cognate objects in comparison with 
that which they received in former portions of the 
work, and with that bestowed on engravers in the 
present portion. The reason for this preference is 
not difficult of explanation when we find, on refer- 
ring to the cover title-page, that the new editor 
is “H.C. Clauss, Inspector of the Royal Green 
Vaults at Dresden,’ who must estimate more 
highly, of course, faience and medals than old 
prints. But, acceptable as such preference may be 
to connoisseurs in some departments, it will not 
be so to those in others, and the collector of early 
illustrated books and ancient engravings may find 
more than one reason for demurring to it. I my- 
self, at least, felt that I had by the time I had 
glanced over the subjects concluded under letter S. 
This feeling was at once strongly confirmed on 
commencing those under letter T. Here, under 
No. 459, a “mark” particularly arrested 
my attention, and which, as I read 
on, I was informed belonged to “ the 
master T,” who had employed it in two 
instances on some early woodcuts. The account 
given of these early cuts (? last quarter of the fif- 
teenth century) readily informed me that an im- 
pression of one. of them was in my own possession, 
an impression which had been in the Weigel 
Cabinet, and is described in Weigel and Zester- 
mann’s large work, vol. i., p. 275, n.179. The 
“mark” on it I had often thought over, having 
always regarded it, as the symbol of the antique 
Thau, and of the Greek Tau, and never imagined 
it to be the sign of a designer or wood engraver. 
But I must confess that I failed to perceive its 
immediate application. The print on which it 
occurs represents the martyrdom of St. Sebastian. 
Below the composition is a supplicatory prayer in 
the Swabian dialect, cut in a Gothic xylographic 
text,—a prayer connected with the saint to be 
said as a protection against pestilence. Remember- 
ing that among the early German woodcuts in 
the British Museum a comparatively modern 
and uncoloured impression from the still (2) 
existing block was to be found, but not 
being sure which of the two versions described 
in the ‘Monogrammisten’ it was, I determined 
to examine it again. I found, as I ex- 
pected, that the more recent impression in the 
Museum collection corresponded in essentials with 
my own from the Weigel Cabinet, bearing a like

mark,” or one which I had always looked on as 
a Tau. In turning over the volume containing 
the impression at the Museum, I happily came 
across another early German woodcut, which 
cleared up the matter, and at once established the 
mark in question to be a Tau, and by inference 
affording the raison d’étre for its presence on the 
= of the St. Sebastian. This second, or 
explanatory cut,-as it ma Ae ies 
be termed for the faotie 4 be er a 
Tepresents Christ crucified 
on & cross of the form of 
the ancient Tau, a tau very 
much larger of course than 
the “mark” on the St.

graphic inscription in modified gothic letters :—

Below the design are thirteen lines of inscrip- 
tion (typographic), the first two of which are as 
follows :— 

“Das ist das zaichen Thau das got der herr Moysi 
in der wiiste gab das | das volck nit sturb an der 
pestilentz. Und wo das zaichen in ainem hauss nit 
was | do starb das volck alles.” 

Then follow eight lines of pious ejaculation or 
prayer, the whole concluding with— 

“ Wer dise figur andechtiglich ansicht mitt rew und 
laid seiner siind | und hat aii fiirsatz sein leben zu 
besseren | und spricht | die zwey gebeet Lateinisch 
oder Teutsch ufi drey Pater noster und dreii Ave 
maria | der hailgen Drinaltigkait | der soll in fester | 
hoffnung seyn | das er und die menschen desselben 
hauss den tag vor der Pestilentz behiit seyn.” 

Hence there cannot be any doubt that the 
“mark” on the cut of the St. Sebastian is really a 
tau, and not the sign of a designer, nor of an 
engraver, and that it is placed on this print as- 
sumed to be protective, under certain specified 
conditions, against plague, as the sign “das got 
der herr Moysi in der wiiste gab das das volck nit 
sturb an der pestilentz.” 

On referring again to the large work of Weigel 
and Zestermann, I find that the “mark” on the 
St. Sebastian cut is alluded to as being “like a T 
or an Antonius-cross, such as it appears on the 
cloak of Antonius.” 

It follows from the above considerations that 
the recognition of “the Master T” of number 459, 
vol. v. of the ‘Monogrammisten,’ cannot be 
acquiesced in, W. Huaues Witisuire, M.D. 





THE PRESERVATION OF ANCIENT MONUMENTS 
IN THE ISLE OF MAN, 


Tue legislature of the Isle of Man, at the 
suggestion of the present Lieut.-Governor, has lately 
taken some very active measures in order to pre- 
serve and to keep in good condition the many inte- 
resting early monuments which that little island 
contains. In their manner of acting they set a 
good example to us in England, where, up to the 
present time, little has been done beyond discuss- 
ing the subject in and out of Parliament. In the 
Isle of Man, on the contrary, the Lieut.-Governor 
has issued a Commission to some of the leading 
archeologists in the island, in consequence of 
which a special meeting has recently been held. 
At this meeting the Governor’s letter was read and 
cordially approved of, and the gentlemen named as 
members of the Commission willingly accepted the 
somewhat difficult task imposed upon them, that, 
namely, of “ inquiring as to the number and posi- 
tion of Runic stones, treen chapels, tumuli, barrows, 
stone circles and crosses, sculptured stones, incised 
slabs, and all other interesting ancient monuments, 
coins, ornaments, and ancient instruments of war 
and husbandry, and of suggesting as to the steps 
that seem most advisable to preserve the same.” 

In discussing the subject, some interesting 
speeches were made, and the great necessity of 
securing the preservation of all the ancient monu- 
ments of the island was clearly shown. One mem- 
ber said that quite recently two crosses had been 
removed from his own neighbourhood, one of 
these he had recovered, and it was now for the 
time in his own garden ; the other had been also 
recovered by his instrumentality, and was replaced 
in its old position. In another case two sepulchral 
mounds had been opened, and a stone celt, to- 
gether with a skull of most unusual formation, were 
taken away. A bronze axe, recently found, was 
sold for five shillings, and the speaker believed 
had been sent to Australia, all attempts to recover 
it, even by law, having been in vain. In another 
case it was mentioned that several of the stones 
belonging to the circle on Muil Hill had been 
removed, and also that “irreparable injury” had 
been done within the last three years to many 
Runic stones in the island. The chairman spoke 
very strongly of the great desirability of having 
proper ground plans made of the chief circles, hut 
villages, fortifications, &c., which still remain 


intact. These ground plans, together with draw- 
ings and photographs, would give very good repre- 
sentations of these remains as they now exist, 
some of which are dissimilar to any that are to be 
found in England. 

In order to secure the efficient working of the 
Commission, a member proposed the following 
resolution, which was carried unanimously, “ Tha’ 
with a view to facilitate the obtaining accurate 
information with respect to the various antiquarian 
objects of interest throughout the island, certain 
districts be assigned to the several members of the 
Commission, who, it is hoped, will make such 
preliminary inquiries as to the number, character, 
situation, and general description of all the ancient 
monuments, remains, and other objects referred to 
in his Excellency the Lieut.-Governor's Commis- 
sion, within such districts.” Certain parishes 
were accordingly allotted to each of the Commis- 
sioners, who promised to ascertain the ancient 
remains in each of their respective districts, many 
of which are known to the inhabitants of those 
districts only. It was also decided to issue a 
circular letter to all the Captains and the Vicars 
of Parishes, requesting their assistance and sup- 
port. 

The scheme seems to have been well thought 
out, and to be taken in hand with thorough 
earnestness, and with a view to placing on record 
all the remains in the island, and putting a stop 
to their further destruction. How many English 
counties might similarly take care of their local 
remains, if only the idea was once started. The

Tue Rassian painter, Timoleon Carl von Neff, 
whose death we announced last week, was born on 
October 14, 1805, in Esthonia. After studying 
art, first at Dresden and then at Rome, he went to 
St. Petersburg in 1826, and there soon made him- 
self known, especially by his portraits of the 
Imperial family. In 1832 he became court painter, 
in 1834 he received a life-pension, and in 1839 
he was made an Academician. In 1842 he was 
recalled from Rome, which he was then visiting 
for the third time, in order that he might assist 
in completing the paintings in the St. Isaac's 
Cathedral, a task which procured him, in 1849, 
the title of Professor. This was at first an empty 
title; but in 1865 he became a working Professor 
in the Academy of Fine Arts, having been ap- 
pointed a year previously Curator of the Picture 
Galleries in the Hermitage Palace. Among his 

rincipal works are, the figure of St. Isaac of 

almatia, in the Cathedral, and some of the other 
frescoes ; several portraits of members of the Im- 
perial family; numerous studies of nymphs; and 
various scenes of Italian life. He died at St. 
Petersburg, after a long and severe illness, on 
January 5th (December 24th, 1876, 0.8).

Raeburn, including portraits now at Burlington 
House ; and, in the same month, the pictures, &., 
of the late Col. Towneley, of 12, Charles Street, 
Berkeley Square, of the family of Francis Towne- 
ley, one of the Jacobites who were hung at Ken- 
nington Common in 1746. The head of Francis 
Towneley was kept in a box in the library at 
Charles Street, having been recovered from one of 
the gates of Carlisle, of which place he acted as 
governor for the Pretender. 


American journals report that the Castellani 
collection of antiquities, of which so considerable 
@ portion was seen not long since in London, has 
lately been in course of arrangement in the Metro- 
politan Museum of New York, where it is probable 
that the greater number of the relics will remain, 
to enrich that museum with treasures which un- 
fortunate arrangements in Paris and London have 
let slip. The ceramic works of the collection are 
most desired for New York, though the gems, 
being associated with the recently-acquired ex- 
amples in the Treasure of Kourium, part of the 
Cesnola Collection, are wisely coveted ; indeed every 
class of works of art is prized on the other side of 
the Atlantic. An exhibition of the whole collec- 
tion will be arranged, and the proceeds divided in 
equal shares; that part retained by the museum 
will be applied to the purchase of the antiquities, 
while the exhibitor’s share is to go, thanks to the 
signal liberality of Signor Castellani, to the same 
purpose. It appears that the authorities of Phila- 
delphia, although they found means to buy at a 
corresponding price M. Makart’s huge ‘ Catherine 
Cornaro,’ had not cash enough for the Castellani 
treasures, This appears to decide the position of 
New York as the future art capital of the States, 
such pictures being to be had every day, but not 
such antiquities. 


Tue death of M. Alfred Sensier is announced ; 
this writer produced ‘Souvenirs de T. Rousseau,’ 
‘The Life of Georges Michel,’ and other less 
ambitious books. The ‘Life’ was reviewed in 
these columns at the date of publication. M.

MM. BarturerE & Co. are about to publish a 
new work on perspective by Mr. H. J. Dennis, 
of the Lambeth School of Art, with a commenda- 
tory introduction by Mr. J. Sparkes, Head Master 
of the Art Schools, South Kensington. The title 
is ‘ Third Grade Perspective, comprising Angular 
and Oblique Perspective, Shadows and Reflec- 
tions.’ 

Amone other noteworthy “improvements” in- 
volving demolition of buildings with historical asso- 
ciations, the French journals record the “transforma- 
tion”—-surely this isa word of value, at least equal to

cost. In course of works performed in the Rue 
Soufflot, the last fragment of the church of the 
Jacobins has been demolished. It was of thirteenth- 
century work, it preceded, and long survived, 
the celebrated Couvent des Jacobins, associated, 
among other events, with the career of Jacques 
Clément, who murdered Henri III. It is intended 
to enlarge the buildings of the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts, in order that the increased number of works 
of art may be accommodated.

MONDAY POPULAR CONCERTS. 


THREE works by Beethoven were included in 
the programme of the 220d inst., namely, the 
String Quartet in F major, Op. 59, No. 1; the 
Sonata for Piano and Violin, in D major, Op. 12, 
No. 6; and the Thirty-two Variations on an air 
in c minor, Op. 36, for the Pianoforte. The other 
instrumental item was Mendelssohn’s ‘Tema con 
Variazioni’ in D major, Op. 17, for piano and 
violoncello, The interpreters were Mdlle. Krebs, 
MM. Straus, L. Ries, Zerbini, and Piatti, with 
Mdlles, Friedlander and Redeker, vocalists, and 
Sir J. Benedict, accompanist. The Sonata in 
F sharp minor, by the Italian composer of the last 
century, Antoniotti, although admirably played by 
Signor Piatti at the Saturday Afternoon Concert 
of the 20th inst., did not create any very great 
sensation, the style of the work, al‘hough quaint, 
being dry and old-fashioned. Beethoven was 
again heard in two compositions, his Trio in D major, 
Op. 70, No. 1, for piano, violin, and violoncello ; 
and his pianoforte sonata in E flat, Op. 81, with 
the romantic title of ‘ Les Adieux, l’Absence, et le 
Retour.’ Mendelssohn’s String Quintet in B flat, 
Op. 87, executed by MM. Straus, L. Ries, Zerbini, 
Burnett, and Piatti, was the opening piece. Malle. 
Krebs was the pianist, and Mdlle. Redeker was 
the vocalist, with Sir J. Benedict, accompanist. 
Herr Brahms’s ‘ Liebeslieder- Walzer’ will be again 
performed at this afternoon’s concert (the 27th 
inst.), by Mdlles. Krebs and Zimmermann, pianists, 
and Mdlles. S. Lowe and Redeker, Messrs. Shake- 
speare and Pyatt, vocalists.

The announced singers were the 
Misses José Sherrington, A. Sinclair, Hunter, 
Richardson, and Madame A. Sterling; Messrs, 
Sims Reeves, Pearson, Walker, and Thurley Beale; 
with Mr. S. Naylor conductor. The band of the 
Scots Fusilier Guards played characteristic pieces, 

THE artists engaged for the London Ballad 
Concerts in St. James’s Hall, on the 24th i 
were Madame Lemmens, Miss Yorke, Madame A, 
Sterling ; Messrs. Sims Reeves, Lloyd, Maybrick, 
vocalists, and Madame Arabella Goddard, pianist, 
with the London Vocal Union. 

Two important sales by auction will take place 
next month, namely, those of Her Majesty's 
Theatre and the Alexandra Palace, in the fate 
of both of which the musical circles are much 
interested. 


Mr. Freperic SULLIVAN, whose funeral took 
place on Tuesday in Brompton Cemetery, was a 
brother of the composer, and, although he had 
practised as an architect, took to the lyric stage, 
having a bass voice. He distinguished himself in 
the part of the Judge in the comic operetta, ‘ Trial 
by Jury,’ by Messrs. Gilbert and Arthur Sullivan, 

Mr. Hosss, the tenor, will have almost been 
forgotten by the present generation ; yet he occu- 
pied, some forty years since, a leading position as 
a tenor at concerts and at provincial festivals, 
He had not much power, but he sang with taste 
and tact. He died at Croydon, at an advanced 
age, last week. His daughter is married to Mr 
Cummings, the tenor. 

THE Leipzig Signale states that there will be 
a series of representations of the ‘Ring des Nibe- 
lungen,’ extending over three weeks, at Bayreuth, 
the first of which will take place on the 29th of 
July, for the four works ; the second batch from the 
5th to the 8th of August inclusive ; and the final 
performances from the 12th to the 15th of August, 
The rehearsals will take place during the last week 
in June. The tariff for the amphitheatre places 
will be considerably lower than the extravagant 
charges of admission for the “ Biibnenfestspiel” of 
1876 ; on the other hand, the outlay will be in- 
creased, as the artists, vocal and instrumental, 
will insist on being paid for this renewal of their 
intense fatigue of twelve performances, 

THE managers of the Royal Albert Hall expect 
to utilize the building for public meetings as well 
as for musical performances, the experiment of & 
sounding-board over the conductor's rostrum having 
been successfully tested by Mr. G. Godwin, F.R.S, 
on the 18th inst., in a speech which was distinctly 
heard in the most remote portions of the hall. A 
trial should be made, however, with a weaker voice 
than that of Mr. Godwin, who is gifted with a very 
sonorous organ, and whose enunciation is remark- 
ably distinct. 

From the official report of the Committee of 
Management of the National Training School for 
Music, during the first two terms of its existence 
(the institution having been opened on the 11th 
of May last) we learn that the professional 
staff comprised the Principal, Mr. A. Sullivan, 
and nine professors, whose names are not 
mentioned, a very curious omission. The report, 
indeed, is most confused, for it mentions “& 
board of five professors, of which the Principal 
is chairman, embracing five members and niné 
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other professors.” These have been augmented 
since by ‘‘ two additional appointments,” embraced 
also by the Principal, we presume. Besides this 
professional staff, the composition of which is 
incomprehensible, there is the Committee of 
Management of Amateurs, of which the Duke 
of Edinburgh is Chairman, and his deputy 
is Viscount Newry. The Report states that 
forty-two scholars make the piano their chief 
study, twenty-two singing, nine the violin, and 
one the organ. The nucleus of an orchestra is not 
yet formed. It is, therefore, nonsense to talk as yet, 
as is done in the Report, of the school “earning an 
enviable reputation amongst similar institutions of 
Europe.” There is not a fact in the Report to indi- 
cate that this “National School” is anything 
more than an elementary musical academy. 

Mr. DANNREUTHER has been essaying English 
metrical studies, with a view to correct musical 
declamation of the language. On the 18th inst. 
he made a trial of his settings of a cycle of English 
songs and lyrics, the poetry of Beaumont and 
Fletcher, Ben Jonson, John Ford, Messrs, W. 
Morris, Tennyson, D. G. Rossetti, Swinburne, &c., 
the singers being Miss A. Williams, Miss A. 
Butterworth, Mr. Bernard Lane, and Signor Fede- 
rici. Any attempt to get rid of the maudlin 
and twaddling ballad compositions of the period 
will be indeed welcome. 

Mr. Carropus (violin) and Mr. E. Howell 
(violoncello) promise three quartet concerts of 
classical music during the months of February 
and March. 

A CorRESPONDENT informs us that, although 
Signor Verdi’s ‘Macbeth’ has never been per- 
formed in London, it was produced in Dublin, 
with Madame Viardot as Lady Macbeth. The 
German version, by Chelard, the French composer, 
was first represented at the Académie Royale in 
Paris, on the 28th of June, 1827, the libretto by 
Rouget de Lisle. The work was a_ failure, 
and Chelard, disgusted with his countrymen, 
settled in Munich, where he became Capell- 
meister to the King of Bavaria. He rearranged 
‘Macbeth,’ which was brought out in 1828 in 
German, with Fraulein Schechner as Lady Mac- 
beth, and Signor Pellegrini in the title part. Al- 
though ‘ Macbeth’ was very successful in Munich, 
its popularity did not extend to the other cities in 
Germany. When Chelard was Director at the 
King’s Theatre (Haymarket) of the German operas, 
under the disastrous management of Monck 
Mason, two representations were given in Jaly, 
1832, of ‘ Macbeth’; despite the strength of the 
cast—Madame Schroeder Devrient, Madame De 
Meric, Haitzinger, the tenor, and Signor Pellegrini, 
the opera was a failure financially, the attractions 
of Beethoven’s ‘ Fidelio’ and Weber’s ‘ Der Frei- 
schiitz’ being paramount, Chelard conducted the 
German operas with the bdton, and this was the 
first time in London that the violin bow in beating 
the time was superseded by the use of the stick. 

_ A Viennese Correspondent writes, on the 16th 
inst., that the series of representations at the 
Imperial Opera-house, given by Madame Nilsson, 
have been eminently successful, the court officials, 
and political, literary, and artistic celebrities having 
attended the performances of ‘ Hamlet,’ the ‘ Hu- 
guenots,’ ‘ Faust,’ &c., in unprecedented numbers. 
In “two short weeks,” writes our informant, who 
18a cultivated connoisseur, “she has taken a firm 
position in our Viennese aristocratic circles, the 
Most fastidious society in the world.” The famous 
actors of the Burg Theatre pronounced her Ophelia 
to be perfection in the mad scene, in which she 
introduced the Swedish melodies. Madame Nils- 
son left Vienna on the 16th inst. to sing at Pesth, 
but. was to return on the 20th, to appear in 

Mignon, and was to sing at a concert on the 
27th for a charity, at which Herr Rokitansky (the 
Mephistopheles in ‘ Faust,’ Marcel in the ‘ Hugue- 
nots,’ and the King in ‘ Hamlet’) was to assist, 
besides the accomplished pianist, Madame Kolar 
Auspitz, and Herr De Schwert, violoncello. 


Tue unfinished opera, ‘ Francesca da Rimini, by 
the late Hermann Goetz, will be completed by Herr 





Frank and Herr Brahms, and will be produced at 
Mannheim. The young and gifted composer left 
the first and second acts quite finished, besides 
sketches of the numbers for the third and last 
act. 

Two new operas by Belgian composers have 
been produced at Liége, one entitled ‘La Comtesse 
d’Albany,’ music by M. J. B. Rougé, libretto by 
M. Kirsch, in three acts, at the Theatre Royal, 
and the other at the Théitre du Gymnase, called 
‘Le Cabaret de Ramponeau,’ music by M. Vau- 
camps, libretto by M. Bauvin; both works met 
with great success, 

Ir was recently stated in the Atheneum, that, 
out of the numerous new operas produced during 
one year in Italy, it was rarely indeed that any 
work was heard beyond the limits of the town in 
which it was brought out, and, if so, failure fol- 
lowed. Such has been the case with ‘La Con- 
tessa di Mons,’ by Signor Lauro Rossi, a comic 
opera, which on being transferred last week to 
the Scala, at Milan, met with a complete fiasco, 
a result ascribed to the badness of the book, and 
to the inadequate execution.

HAyMARKET —Revivalof ‘Pygmalion andGalatea,’a Comedy 
in Four Acts. By W.S. Gilbert 








Lyceum.—Revival of ‘ Fazio,’ a Tragedy. By Milman. Con- 
densed into Four Acts. 


THE revival at the Haymarket of Mr. 
Gilbert’s ‘Pygmalion and Galatea’ is princi- 
pally interesting on account of the changes 
The piece 


that have been made in the cast. 
itself is still fresh in public memory, little 
more than five years having elapsed since its 
first production at the same theatre. A bold 
experiment has, however, been made in 
assigning to an actress of small experience a 
part originally played by one of the few 
finished artists our stage possesses. So far 
as the audience is concerned, the venture 
is a complete success. Such warmth of 
applause as greeted the performance proves 
that a full measure of sympathy was elicited 
in favour of the heroine, since upon her 
rests the whole burden of interest. Not 
without value are the characters among whom 
Galatea is placed. For a sufficiently obvious 
reason, however, Mr. Gilbert has sought to 
assign them no special individuality. In the 
case of a heroine guileless and strange to 
the world’s life, there is no need to seek 
for eircumstances or characters outside ordi- 
nary and commonplace experiences. Each 
fact of every-day existence, each assumption 
of our conventional life, is as strange and 
puzzling to her as could be the most inge- 
nious paradox. It has been noticed by those 
who have brought over to civilized regions 
the natives of barbarous or semi-barbarous 
countries that the things which have caused 
most astonishment have been less the matters 
to which their attention was specially directed 
than ordinary features of life to which men in 
general have become so accustomed that they 
have ceased to note them. Mr. Gilbert acts 
wisely then in placing amidst commonplace 
beings and jealousies, and sacrificing to vulgar 
interests, a creature who, like Galatea, is new 
to everything around her. In one respect 
only has he departed from this method of 





treatment. He has conferred on Cynisca, as 
an ex priestess of Artemis, the power to 
deprive her husband of sight in case of infi- 
delity. Without some aid of this kind it 
would have been difficult to bring about the 
catastrophe. The cheers with which the piece 
was received bore evidence that the youth 
and ingenuousness of Miss Terry had the 
breadth of style of Mrs. Kendal. 

Miss Terry possesses what Mr. Ruskin calls 
a “‘serenity of effortless grace.” Her expres- 
sion has purity and earnestness in combina- 
tion. The virginal charm, which is her 
distinguishing attribute, is no mere mask 
for incapacity. Depth and tenderness of 
feeling are disclosed behind it, and the 
manner in which power is expressed is 
surprising in one so young. These are the 
principal attributes of Galatea. It is a mis- 
take to regard Galatea as endowed with 
passion. Her love for Pygmalion is a warm 
sentiment of affection and adoration, the limits 
of which she cannot tell. Defeat and morti- 
fication are encountered at the very outset, 
and the spirit, weary at last of a hopeless 
struggle, droops, and accepts again the oblivion 
from which it has been temporarily aroused. 
There is no absurdity in discussing thus the 
attributes of an imaginary and impossible being. 
Creations such as Galatea have to be con- 
sistent to a standard which, if not generally 
applicable, may yet be understood. It would 
be contrary to art to present as the victim of 
passion a being whose whole experience of 
life is but twenty-four hours, Miss Terry’s 
performance displays at points a littlecrudeness. 
It is none the less, as a whole, an admirably 
suggestive representation. Miss Hodson’s 
Cynisca is thoroughly human. Jealvusy, 
strong as death while it lasts, is conquered 
in the end by womanliness. The contrast 
between the two characters, the heroine and 
the wife, whose place she seems ready to 
take, is fine, and is only the stronger in con- 
sequence of the relenting on the part of the 
latter which attends the close. Mr. Buckstone 
and Mr. Howe play respectively their former 
parts of Chrysos, the patron of art, and Leu- 
cippe, a soldier. Mr. Harcourt’s Pygmalion 
suffered from that over accentuation which is 
a chief blemish in English acting. 

Miss Bateman’s reappearance in ‘Fazio,’ 
which has been given at the Lyceum every 
evening during the present week, shows 
that this play retains a certain hold upon 
the public, and has a certain prestige with 
actors. The part of Bianca affords good 
opportunity to an actress, and Miss Bate- 
man has obtained in it more distinct recogni- 
tion than has attended her in any part except 
Leah. She gives with much vigour the scenes 
of denunciation, though the power of the 
whole is more noticeable than the pathos 
for which opportunity is offered. The 
play is, however, one of the gloomiest in 
literature. It has distinct merits of concep- 
tion and dialogue, and some portions of it 
reveal the working of a truly dramatic instinct. 
In few plays, however, is the gloom so deep 
and so unbroken. Not a scene or a word is 
there to lighten the monotony of the action. 
If a vindication were needed of that method 
of workmanship the French began by de- 
nouncing and have ended in copying, it would 
be supplied in this piece. The interpretation 
of the remaining characters was tolerable.
